LOWENTHAL EXPLAINS HIS BILL. 


Preparations for today's big indignation 
meeting in Central Music Hall were com- 
pleted yesterday by the Civie Federation.

Service Reform League of Chicago address this 
letter to you with ‘a view to securing your co- 
operation in the passage of a bill now pending in 
the Illinois Legislature.. Enciosed you will find 
a digest of this bill. We desire to cause the mem- 
bers of the Illinois Legislature torealize that 
public sentiment in Chicago wishes this bill to 
be enacted as a law. Broadiy stated, the meas- 
urs. if made law and adopted by the citizens of 
Chicago, will place our city government under 
civil service rules and will rid us of the spoils 
system. Respectable thinking men of all parties 
favor the bill. We ask you to be kind 
enough to write to three members of the 
Legislature, and ask them to vote for this bill. 
We inclose you a list of the members of the Leg 
islature, with their addresses. We also ask you 
to induce two residents of Chicago, whose stand 
ing in the community is good. to write, each one, 
to three members of the Legislature—any three— 
and ask them to vote for this bill, In making 
this request we realize that we are asking you to 
give something of your time for nothing to a pub 
lic cause. We believe that the cause merits the 
time we ask you to give to it, and we hope you 
will view the matterin the same light. If you 
see fit to comply with this request it is essential 
that you do it immediately. If pressure on mem- 
bers of the Lllinois Legislature is to be of any 
value in behalf of the measure it must be exerted 
right off.

He Is in Harmony with the Civic Federa- 
tion and Expects Great Results. 


THEY TURN ON BARNES 


LOAN BANKER 18 QHARGED WITH 
- WAROLESALE SWINDLING. 


He Is Arrested in Justice Foster’s Court 
While Prosecating the Men Who Are 
Responsible for Bringing His Allezed 
Criminal Methods to LighteThey Sty 
He Takes Moury for Promising Loans 
on Real Estate and Falls to Keep His 
Promises. 


D. B. Barnes, who has an office in Room 
1183 Chicago Stock Exchange Building, was 
arrested yesterday on a warrant charging him 
with obtaining money under false pretenses, 
The warrant was sworn opt by Attorney Kel- 
ley on complaint of J. V. Calkins,a real es- 
tate dealer, whose office is Room 34 Hartford 
Building, 

Barnes’ arrest was something of a surprise 
to him. He was at the time engaged in a trial 
before Justice Foster in which he was the 
prosecuting witness against Mr. Calkins and 
H. K. Childs, whom he charged with attempt- 
ing to extert money under threats. The cases 

ere dismissed by Justice Foster as soon as 
hs had heard the evidence. Meanwhile 
a constable had been waiting all through the 
trial to nab Barnes as soon as the case was 
ended. But he didn’t wait tor the conclusion. 
He caught his man before he had an oppor- 
tunity to leave the room. 

Barnes has stirred up a lot of troubie on ac- 
count of his peculiar methods, and his al- 
leged victims, who are numbered by the 
score, have started after his scalp. Barnes 


is a member of the firm of Burdette, Barnes 


& Co. That is the preset name of the firm. 
It used to be George W. Andrew & Co., and 
tor a time it was Brapard & Barnes, The 
rapidity with whieh the firm name on the office 
door changed was a matter of amazement to 


callers who had business to transact with 


office. There Barnes’ offer to settle was ac- 
cepted aud the constable dismissed. As soon 
as Barnes paid over the money he had Mr. 
Okes arrested on the charge of extorting 
money under threats, and Justice Everett 
held Mr. Okes to the grand jury. |

BIG LOSSES BY FIRE. 


MILLION-DOLLAR BLAZE IN TORONTO 
IN BUSINESS BLOOKS, 


Robert Simpson's Department Store, the 
Largest in Canada, Recently Built at 
an Expense of Over $300,000, Is .- 
stroyed=John Wanless & Co.“ Jewelry 
Store Goes Too Fire in Salina, Kas. 
Destroys Business Blocks nud the Loss 
Will Be Great. 

Toronto, Ont., March 3.~A tremendous 
fire is raging in the block bounded by Yonge, 
Queen, Richmond, and. Bay streets. Robert 
Sim pson’s department store, the largest and 
most costly building of the kind in Cana da, 
is destroyed, This building had just been 
erected at a cost of over $300,000 and the 
stock was enormous. John Wanless & Co.’s re- 
tail jewelry store is destroyed. There is a 
high wind from the northwest and the fire is 
spreading. 

This is the third disastrous fire within a 
month. The Globe waa destroyed Feb. 6, 
the Osgoodby Buildmg on the 10th of the 
same month, and now Simpson’s immense 
dry goods establishment, six stories high. 

The fire started a few minutes before 1 
o’clock in Wanless’ jewelry store and quickly 
communicated with Simpson’s dry goods 
store, and the fire is now across the street. 
All efforts of the firemen are unavailing, 
and it cannot be ascertained what the damage 
will be or whore the fire will end. 

A general alarm was turned in shortly after 
1 o’clock, and the fire department was 
promptly at the scene. The Simpson Build- 
ing collapsed within an hour, the walls fall. 
ing on Yonge street, carrying telegraph, tele- 
phone, electric light, and trolley wires with it.

Public ſand Capitalists All Interested in 
the Fate of the Ordinances, 

Mayor Hopkins will sign the ordinance 
granting a franchise to the Cosmopolitan 
Electric company and the ordinance granting 
a franchise to the Ogden Gas coin pany, passed 
by the City Council last Monday night, or 
those in a position to know his mind are 
greatly mistaken. No franchise or jack 
pot of franchises has created so much of 
a conflict between two sets of capi- 
talists and between reformers and cor- 
ruptionists for a Mayor’s veto or approval 
as the pair now receiving so much public at- 
tention. Information is received from New 
York that the Jerzmanowski crowd that has 
been partly or completely frozen out of the 
Chicago gas companies is back of the Ogden 
Gas company. Ever since last Tuesday 
morning, when the gas company offi- 
cials read in the morning papers 
of the action of the Council, they have been 
moving heaven and earth to find out who was

pany acquired the control of the Chicago gas 
companies by going on the open mafket and 
buying the stock. Certain men in New York,

It is not thought these people intended to 
get out of the companies. It developed just 
before the annual election that Payne and his

One of the business cards of 
Branard & Barnes announces that they are 
“ financial agents,“ and real estate loans 
designates another feature of their 
business, It is in the negotiation 
ot loans that the Barnes method 
has been most pronounced. According to 
the testimony in the trial yesterday it was 
his custom to answer the advertisements of 
persons who wish to secure real estate loans 
and announce that he could probably furnish 
the funds. He would then get the applicant 
to sign an application ter a loan and induce 
him at the same time to advance $25 tor ex- 
amining the abstract and bringing it down to 
date. Barnes would agree to return the 
money in case the loan was not madeif the 
abstract was all right. 

Falls in His Promises. 

After exhausting the füll limit of time, so 
it is said, he failed to make the loan and also 
to return the 825. He is credited with raking 
in large sums of money in this way within a 
few short months after being domiciled in his 
present quarters. His reason for not paying 
back the fee, for which he gives a receipt, has 
usually been that he didn’t have the money at 
the time; that he would have it the next 
day,“ or within a dag or two.“ The next 

day has lengthened with some of his victims 
from last November until the present time. 

Two of Barnes’ numerous victims, aecord- 
ing to their stories, were J. V. Calkins and H. 
K. Childs. They tried foc a good chile to get 
their money back, Aftet numerous trips to 
his office they accidentally met there Feb, 18, 
and Mr. Childs declared if Barnes didn't re- 
turn the money at once he would have him 
arrested for securmg money under false pre- 
tenses. Last Saturday Barnes swore out war- 
rants for Calkins and Childs, charging them 
with attempting to extort money under 
threats. The case came up before Justice 
Foster yesterday afterndon. Barnes marched 
into the court-room smiling. He was fault- 
lessly dressed from his phoes to his silk tile 
and he didn’t look like a man who couldn't 
raise $25 in five months, He also smiled as 
he looked at a dozen men whose faces were 
familiar to him, 5

DISASTROUS FIRE IN SALINA. KAS, 


The Business Portion Is on Fire and the 
Loss Large. 

Sativa, Kas., March 2.—[Special.]—A 
several hundred thousand dollar fire is burn- 
ing the business portion of this city, Already 
four of the finest brick blocks are in ruins, 
and although tha firemen are fighting hero- 
ically it looks as though all of the west side 
of Santa Fé avenue from the Ober Block 
north to Iron avenue will go up in flames.

SENATE FIGHT Is ON HAWAIIAN CABLE, 


Conferrees Urge the Upper House to Re- 
cede to Save the Diplomatic Bill, 

Wasuineron, D. C., March 2.—The fight 
on the Senate side came when the conferrees 
on the diplomatic and consular appropriation 
bill reported they were unable to agree on the 
appropriation of $500,000 for beginning 
the Hawaiian cable. Mr. Black burn 
said the most strenuous effort 
had been made for many daysto retain this 
appropriation. He said the struggle could be 
continued no longer. If the bill was to be 
engrossed and sent to the Executive it must 
be passed tonight.

SENATE CUTS NAVAL APPROPRIATION. 


Hot Debate on the Provisions of the Meas- 
ure Gor man on Extravagance. 

Wasnuinenon, D. C., March 2.—In the Sen- 
ate this morning final action was taken con- 
firming the conference agreement on the forti- 
fications appropriation bill, Mr. Morgan, in 
charge of the naval appropriation. bill cut off 
the rush of private bills by urging the need of 


great appropriati bills. The first item 
caused a spirited debate, As proposed by the 
committee the number of extra seamen to be 
enlisted by the Secretary of the Navy in times 
of emergency was reduced from 2,000 to 
1,000. Mr. Lodge of Massachusetis earnest- 
ly opposed, the reduction and with Mr. Aldrich 
paid a high tribute to the present Secretary 
of the Navy, Mr. Herbert. 

Mr. Gorman said this naval bill was onefof 
the most extraordinary measures that had 
ever come to the Senate from the House. The 
Navy Department hed eetimated its total ex- 
penses for the year at 830.952.000. The 
House had increased this to $31,686,000, in- 
cluding three battleships. Mr. Hale said 
there. was no purpose to cripple the navy and 
the reductions had been the result of wise 
economy. 

Dr. Hunton urged the building up of our 
navy. Mr. Morgan spoke of the needs of a 
strong American navy. Mr. Hill {Dem., N. 
.) spoke from carefully prepared man- 
uscript. He differed, he said, from the dis. 
tinguished naval authority, Mahan, that no 
nation could become great without a great 
sen - going navy.

LOBBY SBEKING TO RAVE THE SEN-

The Pian Is te Mave the Upper House

Wasuinaroy, D. C., March 2.—[Special. ]— 
The sugar trust crowd is at its o tricks 
again. Not satisfied with having gained a 
great gratuity in the Gorman-Brice tariff, law 
—the scandal connected with the obtaining of 
that gratuity of 40 per cent on raw sugar 
with one-eighth of a cent added on refined 
and one-tenth on sugar from countries that 
pay an export bounty is well rememberei— 
they now seek to get additional advantages. 
There are the same private rooms at the Ar- 
lington, the same private dinners with Sen- 
ators, and the same old crowd present com- 
posed of Terrell, Reed of Boston, and 
Searles of New York. 
The scheme is to take up in the Senate the 
bill passed by the House at the request of 
the administration, which repeals absolutely 
the discriminating duty of one-tenth of a cent 
on export bounty paid sugars, and to amend 
itso that instead of repealing the discrimi- 
nating duty on all sugars it is to be taken 
from rayalone. They claim that this would 
cover all“ objections made by Germany to 
the discriminations They are far from at- 
mitting, however, that at the same time the 
effect would be to add one-tenth of a cent 
duty on refined sugars and put just that 
amount on every pound of sugar sold into the 
pockets of the sugar trust. 

They seek at this time when things are 
rushed carelessly and time is hastening away 
to gain this advantage for their trust. “They 
hepe it can be slipped through the Senate 
without notice and that the House and the ad- 
ministration, glad to gain any point in their 
fight to lessen the German objection to the 
American. tariff, will accept it ia conference 
and afterwards at its leisure have time to re- 
pent. The attempt is certainly an imprudent 
one, but now it is known it cannot be suc- 
cessful, A sensible measure, intended solely 
for the relief of the Western meat producers, 
has been perverted to the uses of the un- 
scrupulous trust, and the result will be that 
both the deserving cattle men and the unde- 
1 sugar barons will de left out in the 
cold,

Public Printer Benedict makes a strong 
plea for a new building for the employés of 
his office in the report submitted to Congress 
today, and it is regarded as one of the most 
convincing arguments yet submitted on this 
question. Attention is called to the fact that 
a thorough investigation of the needs of the 
present Government Print: Office have 
been made by Col. John M. Wilson of the En- 
gineer Corps and Superintendent of Pubiic 
Buildings and Grounds at Washington, He 
says: 

Conclusions arrived at in this report respect- 
ing the safety of portions of the structure are 
such as to justify me in asking that Congress 
take immediate steps to prevent the imminent 
danger to life and public property so clearly in- 
dicated. Facts regarding the insecurity of the 
H street wing of the office are not new, but they 
are now presented for the first time by such emi- 
nent scientific engineering authority as to 
leave no reasonable doubt as to their accuracy or 
the pressing nature of the crisis to be met. Con- 
viction that this. wing is unsafe has been growing 
for along time, Watchful eyes of experienced 
subordinates iu the office detected many faults 
years ago, and thé most cursory examination 
into the history of its construction and use and 


lam fully convimced that the H street wing 
has been more than once in danger of collapse 
during the past from overweight, and that no hu- 
man foresight or anxiety can wholly prevent the 
recurrence of such danger under present condi- 
tions. In my judgment, thejtime has arrived fur 
taking up the work of reconstructing this office, 
and a failure on my part to report fully to Con- 
gress the serious aspact of the matter would be 
a serious if not criminal negiect of duty. After 
reading Col. Wilson’s report confirming che worst 


I would have abandoned that portion of the build- 
ing and removed the divisions located there te 
more secure quarters had the means and addi- 
tional working space been at my disposal. 

J have used every precaution in my power to 
relieve the dangerous portions of the building 
from weight and stress and to render them as 
safe as possible, and 1 am unabie to do more 
without the authority of Congress. I appeal 
earnéstly for such legislation as will permit the 
removal of the danger at the earliest possible 
day and relieve the apprehensious of the man 
hundreds of employés of the office who, though 
fully appreciating their peril, still remain at 
heir posts of duty.

Possibly the most original idea for develop- 
ing the mineral interests of the United States 
ia the basis of a proposition introduced in the 
House of Representatives today by Cungress- 
man Richardson of Michigan. It wus set out 
that the presentation was by request, and 
no wonder an vbjection was manifested to 
fathermg the schemes. According to the 
terms of the measure the Secretary of the 
Treasury is to employ 100,000 male citizens 
of the United States over 18 and under 
60 years of age for developing and 
operating the gold and silver mines of the 
United States. These employés are to be se- 
cured furaterm of ten years ata salary of 
$20 a month, with rations, ammunition, and 
clothing for each person, In return these 
employés are to explore and iaine the 
precious metals of gold and silverin the 
United States, allsuch metals to belong to 
the government to be converted into dollars, 
silver 16 to 1 and gold 25.8 grains to the 
dollar, and to be legal tender for all public 
and private debts. To carry out this plan, 
erect and construct mills, furnaces, retorts, 
blasts, or othe? necessazy equipment $100,- 
000,000 is to be appropriated. As 
fast as companies of citizens can be 
organized in groups of twenty.tive each they 
are to be apportioned to each State and Ter- 
ritory, and shall be under the control of three 
Commissioners, appointed by the Governor 
of the State or Territory in which they may 
be employed. These Commissioners are to 
have supervision of the mining and deliver 
all products to the Director of the United 
States Mint, taking his receipt therefor. Each 
Commissioner is to receive a salary of $500 a 
month, This proposition, which would in all 
probability delight hobos beyond expres- 
sion, was referred to the Committee on Coin-

The new Chicago public building has passed 
through the last stage of its le Alete —— 
having been accepted by the House conferrees 
with an amendment, The Conference com- 
mittee first passed the Chicago building en- 
tire, but subsequently considered a statement 
made by the Supervising Architect's bureau, 
now in charge of an irresponsible clerk, to the 
effect that not over $300,000 could be used for 
the permanent building in the first year, The 
conference therefore cut down the appropria- 
tion for the permanent building from 5400. 
000 to $300,000, leaving the item of $200,- 
000 for the temporary building as originaliy 
agreed to, The feeling was that if necessary 
a deficiency appropriation could be made next 
December, the $300,000 being ample until 
that time, This fical action of the conference 
having been approved by both Houses, it is 
now in the appropriation bill and cannot be 
taken up again unless the whole bill fails.

HOUSES GIVE WAY ON AGRICULTURE. 


Inspection of Live Cattle Provided and 
Gypsy Moth Appropriation Cut, 

Waenmoron, D. C., March 2.—The con- 
ferrees on the agriculture appropriation bill 
reached an agreement by which the House 
conferrees receded on the principal amend- 
ment made by the Senate that providing for 
the inspection of live cattle, the meat of which 
is to be exported, and the Senate from its 
amendment appropriating $40,000 for the 
extermination ot the gypsy moth. The ap- 
propriation of $15,000 to enable the Secre- 


was as 
the House and not reduced 
to 88.000 as proposed by the Senate. The 
Senate provision increasing the total appro- 
priation for the Weather Bureau from 560, 
000 to $85,000 is retained. Both House and 
Senate ratified the action of the conference. 

The conferrees on the legislative bill reached 
an agreement, the House conferrees accept- 
ing three-quarters of all the amendments 
originally made by the Senate, nearly all of 
which were of. minor importance, The only 
amendioent of importance receded from by 
the Senate conferrees is that appropriating 
$44,020 for the establishment of a classifica. 
tion division in the Patent Uffice. 

The conference on the Indian appropria- 
tion bill reported today a partial agreement. 
The House conferees refuse to accept the Sen- 
ate amendment appropriating $300,000 to 
purchase from the Ogden Land company its 
interests in the Cattaragus and Aliegheny In- 
dian Reservation in New York: making 
an appropriation fore a survey of the 
Indian lande in the Indian Territory; 
appropriating $187,000 for Crow Creek In- 
dians in South Dakota; appropriating 8000. 
000 to pay the Creek Nation. The House 
conferees also refused to accept the amend- 
ment which struck out the provision that in 
five years all contracts with schools for the 
education of Indians shall cease. Senate 
amendments agreed to were: Appropriating 
$30,000 for the survey of Iudian reserva- 
tions, authorizing the Secretary of the In- 
terior to negotiate with the Otoe and Missouri 
Indians in Oklahoma for the purchase of 
lands upon which to allot the lowas. A com- 
promise has been reached on the amendment 
for surveying the public lands, fixing the 
‘amount at $25,000. 


PENSION BILLS GO THROUGH RAPIDLY. 


House Starts Off Ite Session in That May 
Will Dedact Absentees’ Pay. 

Wasuineton, D. C., March 2.—A drizzling 
rain was falling when the House entered upon 
its last legislative day. When Speaker Crisp’s 
gavel dropped at noon there was the prospect 
of a forty-eight hour session ahead. Twenty- 
five Senate bill and resolutions were laid be. 
fore the House, and most of them favorably 
acted upon. Among them was the Senate bill 
to grant to the State of Kansas the Fort 
Hayes Military Reservation (comprising 
6,000 acres) for the establishment of a west- 
ern branch of the State Agricultural. College, 
‘Pension bills favorably acted on at last 
night’s session were passed at the rate of one 
every half minute, 

Mr. Tucker (Dem., Va,) was. recognized to 
pass a bill under suspension of the rules, ap- 
n 517,000 for Washington and Lee 

Jniversity (to reimburse it for injuries sus- 
tained during the war). After some debate, 
in which Messrs. Dolliver, Hitt, and Powers 
argued the justice of the claim, Mr. Reed 
protested against considering the bill on 
sentimental grounds. 

“Whoever provokes war, said he. must 
take the consequences—even of lawlessness

Gen. Sickles (Dem., N. Y.), under whose 
direction the repairs to Washington and Lee 
University were made while he was in com- 
mand of the Department of the Carolinas 
after the war. took issue with Mr. Reed.

A round of applause greeted Gen. Sickles’ 
2— and the bill was passed without divis- 
on. 

The general deficiency bill was sent to con- 
ference, Messrs. Breckinridge, Sayers, and 
Cannon were appointed conferrees on the part 
of the House. 

Mr. Latimor (Dem., S. C.) was recognized 
to move the passage under suspension of the 
rules of a bill to pay Newberry College, S. C., 
$150,000 for injuries received by it during 
the war. After some debate the bill was de- 
feated by a rising vote. 

Mr. Wise (Dem., Va.) then offered a resolu- 
tion directing the Sergeant-at-Arms to pay to 
members the amount of their salaries with- 
held on account of absence. 

Mr. Dearmond, in opposition, called atten- 
tion of the mem bers fo the fact the House had 
already voted an yea and nay vote that Sec. 
40 of the Revised Statutes was in force. The 
result of the vote was 148—64, fourteen an- 
swering present, but not voting. The 
Speaker decided two-thirds of those presert 
had not voted for the resolution and declared 
it lost. At6o’clock the House took a recess 
until 8 o'elock.

IS SARCASTIC. 


GOVERNOR -EBLEOT OF TENNESSEE 
ISSUES AN ADDRESS, 


He Declares He Probably Is the Only 
Man Ever Elected Chief Executive of a 
State Who Was Accorded the Privilece 
of Being the Contestee While the De- 
feated Candidate Holds Over in an Of- 
fice to Which He Is Not Entitled—Po- 
litical News, 


Nasnvitie, Tenn., March 2.—[Special.]— 
Henry Clay Evans, Republican, was shown 
by the face of the official returns to have 
been elected Governor in November last 
by 748 majority over Gov. Peter Turney, 
Democrat, Gov.-elect Evans today issued an 
address to the people of the State in which, 
after dwelling on the election and its 
result, he reviews the work of the pres- 
ent Investigating committee, calls attention 
to the fact that the majority of the committee 
decided as to what charges it would investi- 
gate and what it would not, and says that this 
action being decided upon, the zeal to 
eliminate all illegal votes and toshow up 
frauds seems to have vanished, and now noth- 
ing remains in the cage except the application 
of a strictly technical rule in Republican 
counties.“ Mr, Evans, who recently took the 
bath of office as Governor before a magistrate, 
says: 

I find Iam engaged in an unequal con- 
test. The entire power of the State govern- 
ment is arrayed against me. So far, it is 
true, the militia has not been called into 
requisition, but if there is any other portion 
of the machinery or paraphernalia of the 
State government that has not been 3 
into service | am not advised.“ He says 
further: I believe aim now having 
the distinction of being the first legally 
elected Governor of Tennessee, or any other 
State, who was accorded the privilege of be- 
ing contestee, while, by a special arrange- 
ment under the forms of law, the candidate 
defeated by the people is permitted to hold 
over in office, usurp its responsibilities, be 
burdened with its salary, and be contest 
ant all at the same time, and that 
before a tribunal by him selected and 
under a so-called law passed at his 
request to which he attached his 
official approval. I have made the fight, be- 
living in the right and justice of our cause, 
strictly within the limits of the law and the 
Constitution, and [ trust that hereafter, when 
the partiean clouds of political hatred and in- 
justice have cleared away, you May approve 
my course and become convinced I made a 
creditable defense of the rights of the people 
of the State.“

MARZEN TO ANSWER FOR MURDER. 


Jury Charges Him with the Knowledge of 
the Killing of Holzhueter. 

The Coroner’s inquiry into the death of 
Frederick Holzheuter was held at the County 
Morgue yesterday at 10 o’clock. The jury 
was out about thirty minutes and returned a 
verdict fecommending that Nie“ Marzen 
be held to the grand jury, as in their belief he 
holds guilty knowledge of the murder of 
Holzheuter, who was killed on or about Jan. 
30, 1804. 

The jury retired at 12:50 and while out 
Marzen wus taken intothe vault and shown 
the body of the murdered man. The prisoner 
gazed upon the remains with perfect- com- 
posure, expressing eagerness to look upon the 
cause of his present trouble. 

Aftera moment Marzen said to the de- 
tective standing at his side: “ That isn’t 
Fritz! I don’t know this man.” 

Ratzloff, the murdered man’s 
ssked: 

**Can’t you tell by his hands?“ 

Marzen took up the hand nearest him and 
scrutinized it closely, Then he replied: 

No, I can’t see anything by his hands, I 
don’t think that is Fritz.“ 

When the verdict was read Marzen mani- 
fested no emotion, though his wife, who was 
present, was completely broken down. 

Deputy Coronet Kelley went out on Ogden 
avenue and Harrison street and secured a 
jury ina short time. Inspector Fitzpatrick 
and Assistant Chief Kipley, with Coroner Mc- 
Hale, put in an appearance about 10:45 
o’ clock and Kipley called Marzen 
into a side room to question him. 
Hosea W. Wells, attorney for Marzen, 
was present in the room and was refused an 
interview with his client until after the in- 
quest. Attorney Welle protested im vain. 

The first witness was Charles Wulf, brother- 
in-law of the murdered man. He identified 
the body as that of Holzheuter from a sacar 
on the right elbow and a lump on the left 
ankle. o said that Holzheuter was born in 
Province, Prussia. and was 31 years old. 

The next witness was the boy Joseph Zeed- 
er of Ninety-third street and Western avenue 
who found the body. The Witness testifie 
that the day before finding the body he was 
driving his sister to church about 9 o’clock in 
the morning and the horse ‘‘shied.”

Wilson apparently 
was unconscious and they could hear 
the madman walk up and down the 
room. Then he went to the door of the 
vault and tried to get in.

Wilson is very badly hurt and I 
want to do something for him.’ 

„ What has become of Loy? Lowe asked. 

Loy.“ replied the murderer, “has gone 
down-stairs into the mill.“ 

Low, of course, knew this to be untrue and 
said he could not come out because the door 
was locked. 

„Why don’t you open it?’ asked the mur- 
derer. 

Because I can't,“ was the reply, but if 
you willturn the knob it will unlock the 
door.“ 

In response to this Shortiss did turn the 
knob, but contrary to what he expected it 
firmly locked the two men in. Not very long 
after that two other watchmen who had found 
Wilson crawling away to get assistance came 
up accompanied by Dr. Sutherland, Shortiss 
handed over the revolver saying: I wish 
you would shoot me and make an end of 
this.“ He was immediately taken to jail.

PLAN OF REORGANIZATION ON FOOT. 


Lombard Investment Company May Ap- 
pear in a New Form. 

New Yor, March 2,—[{Special. ]|—The Lom- 
bard Investment company, which failed in 
September, 1893, is about to be reorganized. 
The company’s receivers are to have no hand 
in this move. At last accounts the liabilities 
of the defunct concern, including its guaran- 
teed loans, amounted to $53,753,611. There 
are, it is stated, 12,000 creditors of the com- 
pany in the Eastern States alone, and more 
than double that number in the West and 
Europe.

ing the People’s party to fill all vacancies 
after March 12. Commissioner Meier 
will certainly vote with Mr. Badenoch on this 
proposition and the intimation that it 1s pos- 
sible such a course will be pursued has 
aroused Commissioner Keenan and been the 
occasion of several spirited discussions at the 
board meetings. It hag also created consid- 
erable excitement among the managers of 
the Democratic machine. 

The Peopie’s party committee claims the 
board acted unfairly to it in allowing it only 
four days in which to select 919 judges, while 
the other committees were given five weeks 
and then had that time extended eleven days. 
It is maintained the proper thing for the 
Commissioners to have done yesterday- was to 
have refused all further assistance from the 
political committees and to have gone ahead 
and filled the vacancies, Some persons even 
claim this was the proper thing for the board 
to have done in the first place. 

Those who take this position maintain that 
the judgcs and clerks are now virtually se- 
lected by the committeemen representing the 
wards, and not by the Executive committees 
of the parties. They hold that in many cases 
these committeemen are simply ward heelers 
and not ft to act as judges or 

let alone _ their ability to 
shall act. They also say 
the first consideration a committeeman has 
in mind in selecting a judge or clerk is to get 
aman who will serve him election day. Fri- 
day there were 150 vacancies in the list of 
judges and cierks allotted to the Republicans 
and 650 in those allotted to the Democrats. 
Yesterday the Republicans had all their va- 
cancies filled except fifty-eight. The Demo- 
crats have been unfortunate in securing men. 
While they have turned in more names they 
have had a greater per cent rejected. The at- 
torney of the board will bring action under 
the election law against all persons who have 
been selected to serve as judges and clerks 
and have failed to appear before the board 
and qualify. 

Lloyd Smith, Chairman, and Thomas W. 
Sennott represented the Republican com mit- 
tee yesterday before the board, Secretary 
Robert Burke and ex-Aid. Loeffler the Demo- 
cratic, committee, and Chairman Kidd the 
People’s party committee. Afterward Presi- 
dent Badenoch explained the situation, and 
then each representative was given a hearing. 
Chairman Smith said 80 far as the Republic- 
ans were concerned if they did not fill their 
vacancies before March 12 the board could 
pursue any course it saw fit. He thought the 
committees should relinquish any right given 
them to recommend judges and cierks if they 
were not in by March 12. 

Secretary Burke said that all hie committee 
wanted was fair treatment, and he did not 
think any rule should be adopted that would 
destroy the equilibrium between the Repub- 
lican and Democratic parties so far as election 
judges were concerned. He thought there 
should not be a greater number of precinets in 
which the Republicans had two judges than 
38 in which the Democrats had two.

The Judges will 
designate on which board each appraiser is to 
serve, making in all four boards of two mem- 
bers each, appointed by the Judges. To 
each one of these boards it was 
agreed that John MeLaren, the ap- 
praiser appointed by the School Board 
should be added.

At this conference the 
division of the school fund property for ap- 
praisal was suggested, and Mr. Morrill, who 
was present, thought so well of it that he 
brought about last night’s conference, to 
which he sent a report of the conference with 
Judge Kohlsaat. 

M. J. Keane presided at last night’s con- 
ference and there was considerable discussion 
before the School Fund committee under- 
stood why the division of property was asked.

TWO MEASURES HAVE BEEN PRE- 
SENTED IN THE LEGISLATURE. 


One Contemplates Raising the Age of Con- 
sent to Sixteen Tears, the Other to 
Eighteen Tears The Introducer of Last 
Bill Thinks It Will Beceme a Lan- 
Women Tell of Their Experiences at 
Springfield with the Legislators—Cor- 
nelia Club Holds a Business Meeting. 


Two bills are now before the Legislature. 
One is formulated by Charles A, Aiken of 
Benton, III., which reads: 

To raise the age of consent in the case of crim- 
inal assault from 14 to 16 years, and increasing 
the minimum penalty to three years. 

The second measure, by W. G. Cochran of 
Sullivan, provides: 


To raise the age of consent in cases of criminal 
ascanit to 18 years. 

Speaking of these measures which were In- 
troduced the same day, Catherine Waugh Mo- 
Culloch said yesterday: 

The bills seem to be independent of any wom- 
an or organization of women, but rather the re- 
sult of years of agitation. I was at Springfield 
the day the measures were presented, and in the 
course of a conversation with Mr. Cochran he 
said in reference to his bill: “It will pass the 
Regislatare I feel confident. It is a shame and 

isgrace to the State of Lilinois that the age of 
consent should be as low as fourteen yoars. 

In Illinois the Woman's Christian Temper- 
ance Union has been most persistent in its 
efforts for this reform, As an organization 
it was prominent in the work at the time 
of the law’s revision eight years ago. From 
time to time additional reform has been 
urged, culminating in a bill being introduced 
two years ago. At the time each member of 
the islature was presented with a copy 
of Helen Gardener’s book entitled, Pray 
You, Sir, My Daughter.“ The bill failed to 


pass. 

Referring to the part the Woman’s Chris- 
tian Temperance Union has played Miss Sud- 
duth, editor of the national organ, The Union 
Signal, said: 

Immediately following, Mr. Stead’s exposé the 
National Union undertook the reform, the re- 
suit of whichis thirty States and Territories 
raised the age of consent. Until that time in but 
few State was age of consent 14 years. The 
people of the country scarcely seemed to realize 
what shameful laws they had. Until Helen 
Gardener vy the thought it never occurred 
to me that the body rights of a woman are as im- 
portant as her property rights. It is no more 
than just, then, that the age of consent should be 
at least 18 years. At the State convention last 

tober the social purity department of the 
Woman's Christian Temperance Union decided 
to petition the Legislature. Representatives 
have, I believe, been present at several sittings. 

_In writing recently of this work of the 
Woman's Christian Temperance Union 
Frances Willard said: 

To my mind the most difficult and important 
task we have before us is to impress upon the 
average mind among good men and good women 
that there is such a thing as the age of consent. 
Just so soon as it becomes well understood in 
the homes of this country that by the common 
law a girl of 10 years. who cannot legally give 
away her pocket handkerchief or sell her doll, is 
held to be responsible equaliy with her strong, 
relentless, and doughty assailant for the sale of 
herself in a crime of which two only are capable, 
just so soon will the moral sense of the home ro- 
volt against this barbaric reminiscence of those 
dark ages when all women were the property of 
men, 

A member of the Woman’s club was asked 
if that organization had in any way sought 
the reform. The answer was: 

Asaclubitis greatly interested in the move- 
ment, but bas done active work only through its 
offspring, the Protective Agency for Women and 
Children. 

Mrs. Charlotte C. Holt, one of the promi- 
nent workers in this society, said yesterday 
afternoon: 

The Protective Agency has been actively inter- 
ested in this question since its organization nine 
years ago. In fact, at the time of revision of the 
State law eight years ago, representatives ap- 

ared before the Legisiature. Duri the last 

ew years, however, the great crush of work in 
caring for defenseless women and children in 
court has prevented the agency from prosecuting 
further age of consqnt work. 

It is a suggestive fact that the two States in 
which the age of consent has been raised to 
18 years are States in which women vote—in 
Wyoming and Kansas. In Colorado, where 
three women now sit in the Legislature, a 
bill has been introduced to raise the age of 
consent to 21 years In fact, this was the 
first bill introduced by Mrs. Holly. An at- 
tempt was made to amend the bill by making 
the age of consent 18 years, but the bill was 
defeated. These facts illustrate what may be 
woman’s power in politics, 

At the Woman’s Christian Temperance 
Union headquarters yesterday a letter was 
shown from Mrs. Hoffman of Missouri, in 
which it was said that a bill had been pre- 
sented to the Legislature praying that the age 
of consent be raised. A coinmunication re- 
ceived by Tun Tao from. Mrs. Josephine 
Fowier Tabour speaks for itself of the work 
in Minnesota. It says: 

I see from an article in your paper that you are 
awake to the dangers surrounding working girls. 
I feel that you will be in sympathy with the 
movement started in Minneapolis -to get a bill 
before the Legislature asking that the age of 
consent be raised to 18 years. The most promi- 
nent men and women in the city have taken the 
matter up regardless of politics or creed.

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MARQUIS OF QUEENSBERRY OFFENDS 


¥ THE DAINTY WILDE. 


nn Leaves a Card for the Apostle of Es- 


theticism on Which Offensive Epithets 
Are Written=Wilde Causes His Arrest 
and He ts Arraigned in a Police Court 
«His Piea Is Jus tifleatlen- Story of the 
Ssizare of the Concord’s Men by Chi- 
nese Is Explained. 

Loxpox, March 2.—The Marquis of Queens- 
berry was remanded on bail at the Marlbor- 
ough Street Police Court today, charged with 
libeling Oscar Wilde. It appears that the 
Marquis left with a porter at the Albemarle 
club a card upon which was written an offen- 
sive remark referring to Oscar Wilde. 

A lawyer who appeared on behalf of Mr. 
Wilde said the latter, who was on affectionate 
terms with his wife and child, had deen the 
object of a system of the most cruel perse- 
eution at the hands of the Marquis 
of Queensberry during the last ten months. 
Owing to the situation of affairs in the family 
of the Marquis of Queensberry Mr. Wilde 
was unwilling to take steps towards criminal. 
ly prosecuting the Marquis. But he had been 
so fearfully persecuted that matters had now 
reached a climax and he was obliged, in self- 
protection, to take actjon. 

Oscar Wilde and his wife are both members 
of the Albemarle club, and Feb. 28, it ap- 
pears, one of the hall porters handed Mr. 
wude a card which the Marquis of Queens- 
berry had left for him. Written on the card 
wore offensive epithets. This card bad been 
lying in the club ten days before Mr. Wilde 
received it. 

Counsel for Mr. Wilde added that after a 
couple of witnesses had been heard he would 
ask that the case be adjourned for a week, 
when the whole matter would be gone into, 
as Mr. Wilde did not purpose to rest the case 
simply on the question of the libel referred 
to. He purposed to go into other cases, 
which had occurred before Feb. 18, and after 
they had been investigated counsel would ask 
the magistrate to commit the Marquis of 
Queensberry to prison. 

The hall porter then testified to receiving 
the card and an insfector of police deposed to 
having arrested the Marquis at 9 o'clock this 
morning in Carter’s Hotel, Dover street. The 
inspector said:when he read the warrant to 
the Marquis the latter replied that he thought 
that in such cases proceedings were generally 
taken by summons. But he “ supposed it 


was all right, and asked the inepector to tell 


him the date when the card was left at the 
Albemarle club. When the police officer in- 
formed him thatit was Feb. 18 the Marquis 
said he had been wanting to find Mr. Wilde 
for nine or ten days, The inspector then es- 
corted the Marquis to the police station. 

Sir George Lewis, Q. C., appeared for the 
Marquis. He said when the circumstances in 
the case were more fully known the magis- 
trate would find that the Marquis had acted 
under feelings of great indignatson! The 
magistrate, Mr, Newton, here interposed, 
saying: 

„We cannot go into that now.“ 

Sir George said he did not wish the case to 
be adjourned without it bemg known that 
there was nothing in the case against the honor 
of the Marquis of Queensberry. Thereupon 
Mr. Newton remarked: 

** You mean to say that you have a complete 
answer to the charge? 

Sir George replied: “I want my client re- 
leased on his own recognizance in £1,000.” 
($5,000. ) 

To this request the magistrate said that he 
would want a surety in £500 ($2,500) in ad- 
dition, and after a merchant named Tyser 
became surety for the Marquis the case was 
adjourned, 


EXPLANATION OF THE CONCORD SCARE. 


Story of the Seizure of Americans by Chi- 
nese Is Fully Thld. 

San Frawoisco, Cal., March 2.—The sequel 
to the reported seizure of American officers 
of the United States gunboat Concord is 
brought to this city by the steamer City of 
Pekin. The Concord arrived at Chin-Kwing 
Feb. 8 or 4. The following day three officers 
of the ship, a Lieutenant and two ensigns, 
and two sailors went ashore in the warship’s 
launch. The officers went gunning along the 
coast, leaving the launch in charge of the sail- 
ors. By.accident one of the ensigns shot 
and wounded a Chinese: lad in the leg witha 
charge of bird shot, The natives became 
greatly excited and demanded the arrest of 
the offender. The officers surrendered to the 
authorities, but sent the launch back to the 
ship with instructions to the commanding of- 
ficer to come to their aid in case any trouble 
should occur, When the’ launch brought the 
story to the Concord the news got about 
among the shippingmen in the harbor. The 
freight steamer Ta Tung of the China Mer- 
chant compaay was just about to start south 
and before it left it was boarded by sev- 
eral Americans, who handed its com- 
mander a dispatch, with the request to 
file it to the American newspapers. 
The dispatch was the sensational cablegram 
received here some weeks ago. A launch 
‘filled with armed men was sent ashore after 
the officers with instructions to afford protec- 
tion to thé prisoners. By the time the boat 
had reached the landing the affair had been 
satisfactorily explained and the prisoners 
were sllowed to go back to the ship. No re- 
port was madé to headquarters by the Con- 
cord, as the affair was considered of no im- 
portance. Thecrew ofthe Ta Tung is ro- 
sponsible for the scare given the American 
people.

By his efforts Prot. Blackie succeeded in rais- 
ing $60,000 for the endowment of a chair of the 
Celtic language in the University of Edinburg. 
For many years he was the professor of Greek at 
Edinburg, resigning the position in 1882. After 
his resignation he published many translations 
and reviews and lectured at the universities in be- 
half of the modern Greeks. Prof. Blackie's arti- 
clesinthe Scottish Review and the Nineteenth 
Century Magazine have been widely read. 

Two years ago Prof. and Mrs, Blackie cele- 
brated their golden wedding. Mrs. Blackie was 
the daughter of James Wyld of Gilston. 

Until shortly before his death Prof. Blackie 
was a familiar figuré on the streets of Edinburg. 
His hair was white, but his form was erect and 
his bearing vigorous, and there was but little to 
show that he had lived through the greater part 
of a century.]

EX-KHEDIVE ISMAIL PASSES AWAY. 


Death of One Who Was an Important 
Factor in Eastern Politics. 

Camo, March 2.—Ismall Pasha died in Con- 
stantinople today. 

[A prominent tigure in the eastern politics of a 
few years ago disappears with the ex-Khedive 
Ismail. This wily, ambitious, and profligate 
potentate was the son of [brahim and the grand- 
son of the famous Mehemet Ali Pasha. He was 
born in 1830 and was educated in Paris. 
On his return to Egypt in 1849 he op- 
posed the. policy of Abbas Pasha and even 
proceeded to the length of making a criminal 
charge against him. This, however, was never 
prosecuted. In 1855 he went to Paris on a mis- 
sion and later conveyed superb gifts te the Pope 
in Rome. 2 he at first opposed De Les- 
seps and the Suez Canal. but after mediation by 
Napoleon III. he came a 
porter of the enterprise and visited the 
courts of Europe to secure the, attend- 
ance of a at array of Princes at 
the opening. is efforts to 1 his 
country resulted in an enormous debt, part of 
which he raised by the famous sale of Suez 
Canal shares to England. The relief was only 
temporary and his financial difficulties soon 
reached a point where the aid of the Euro. 
2 powers became necessary. In the end 

1, Rivers Wilson became Finance Min- 
ister and induced the Khedive to surren- 
der some of his persona! estates to his creditors. 
An Anglo-French ministry was established, but 
was overthrown by an uprising which Ismail was 
more than suspected of fomenting. Strong rep- 
resentations finally brought him to terms, and a 
ministry was established under Prince Tewfik in 
which the French and British representa- 
tives held an influential voice, ut Is. 
mail again grew restive and dismissed his 
advisers, a step which resulted in his 
enforced abdication, and the substitution of Tew- 
fix in his place, The Sultan, having refused him 
permission to live in Constantinople. Ismail es- 
tablished himself in Naples in Oriental luxury. 
His private wealth was increased by a sum of 
nearly 4500, 000, 000 (6250, 000. 000) which he 
received in payment for the private property 
which he had surrendered. In 1887 he obt@ined 
leave to visit Constantinople and took posses- 
sion of a palace in thé suburbs. Since then he 
has been practically a State prisoner.)

FORTUNES TOMORROW. 


Today's Issue the Lat of the Latter as an 
Individual Newspaper = The Wedded 
‘Dailies Will Be Knows as the Times- 
Herald "=James W. Scott Owns the 
Controlling Interest in the New Com- 
pany- H. Ww. Hawley Win Be the Man- 
nclog Editor—Annonncements Made. 


The consolidation of the Chicago Times 
with the Chicago Herald will be consummat⸗ 
ed today. This morning the last edition of 
the Times as an individual paper will be 
printed. Tomorrow morning the first num- 
ber of the Times. Herald will appear. 

The consolidated paper is owned and will 


which James W. Scott is the majority 
stockholder, The company is capitalized at 
$1,000,000. Its assets comprise the good 
will, plants, and buildings of the Chicago 
Herald and Chicago Evening Post, and also 
the good will and plant and the lease of the 
buiiding which will be vacated today by the 
Times. On the Herald Building there are 
$600,000 of ten-year bonds outstanding, 
while on the Post are bonds for $150,000, 
held by John R. Walsh, formerly owner of 
both the Herald and the Post. 

The Times hag been published by the News- 
paper company, which is capitalized at 
$500,000. The stock of this company has 
been bought by the Herald company and Mr. 
Scott has been elected its President. It is 
said that the consideration was about $260,- 
000 in stock of the consolidated papers. 
Adolf Kraus, who has been in control of the 
Newspaper company and the Times for some 
time, disposed of the control severul weeks 
ago to H. W. Hawley, lately of the Denver 
Times, and with Mr. Hawley Mr. Scott con- 
ducted his negotiations. 

James W. Scott In Control. 


Mr. Scott will dictate the policy of the con- 
solidated papers, He will be at once editor- 
in-chief and head of the business department 
of the paper. Mr. Hawiey, the largest min- 
ority stockholder in the Herald company, be- 
coules Managing editor of the consolidated 
papers. He will be in active control of the 
editorial end. Horatio W. Seymour, who 
has been managing editor of the Herald since 
1887, retires, and will spend the 
next few months in rest and recupera- 
tion. With Mr. Hawley there come to the 
Times-Herald from the staff of the Times 
twelve or fourteen men, most of whom have 
occupied editorial positions. Mr, Scott said 
yesterday that there would be no changes in 
the present heads of departments on the Her- 
ald’s editorial staff, though admitting minor 
changes were not improbable. Robert Ains- 
lee, the present business manager of the Her- 
ald, will remain in the same position on the 
Times-Herald. 

Mr. Scott contradicted rumors to the effect 
that the price of the Evening Post was to be 
reduced to one cent, and its publication office 
removed to the Herald Building. He said 
the Post would remain in its present building, 
and that there would be no changes of any 
consequence in either its editorial or business 
ends. The Post will be in no way connected 
with the Herald except that it will be owned 
by the same company. 

This morning after the last edition of the 
Times had gone tq press the compositors em- 
ployed on the paper were entertained at lunch 
by Adolph Kraus, the retiring proprietor. 
Monday night at the Chicago Athletic club 
Mr. Kraus will give a banquet to the mem- 
bers of his editorial staff,

of the Times. Although I have been in charge of 
its policy for only a few months, yet I began to 
love the Times with some of the love a parent 
bears for his child. Today it is still under my 
care; tonight it will leave mein order to wed 
the yous and sprightly Heraid and to travel 
with it henceforth. joined in lawful wedlock, 
more powerful and influential than ever, and to 
be henceforth known as the Times Heraid. 

To the advertisers and subscribers who have 
honored the Zimes with their patronage 1 express 
my heartfelt thanks. In parting it is due the 
press of Chicago, particularly the morning pa- 
pers, to say that, although the managers of some 
of them have expressed their opinion to me as 
well as to others that the Times was rapidly be- 
coming a very dangerous rival to them, yet they 
have treated the Times and its editor with 
marked kindness and consideration. 

James W. Scott will be in charge of the Times- 
Herald, aided by H. W. Hawley, who, up to now. 

Each of these 
gentlemen merits the confidence of the com- 
munity. They will be engaged in no other busi- 
ness; they will have no other interests to serve:

SOME FAULTS IN THE ORDINANCE.

A man conversant with municipal affairs 
has just completed a thorough analysis of the 
Cosmopolitan Electric ordinance passed by 
the City Council Monday night last. He criti- 
cises it in the following particulars: 

1. The blanket character of the ordinances 
covering almost every application of electricity. 

2. The violation of the policy of the city in 


permitting the 1 of overhead wires. 
3 The increase in fire rates and insurance 


premiums which will be caused by running elec- 
tric cables over buildings. 

4. The smali amovat of money required to be 
deposited to protect the city from damage in 


tearing up streets. f 
5. The failure to provide for the thorough in- 


gulation of all conductors, both overhead and 


underground. 
6. ‘Lue failure to demand the active commence- 


ment of the work and its compiction within a 


reasonable length of time. : 
7. The small amount of the bond in view of the 


vast interests involved. 

Enlarging on the first count in the indict- 
ment he points out that Sec. 1 of the ordi- 
nance covers almost every application of 
electricity, including electric light and power, 
telephone, telegraph, fire alarm, messenger 
service, and watchmien’s service. Heretofore 
the ordinances passed have been generally 
limited to one class of business. 

Violates the City’s Policy. 

By the se2ond clause of the ordinance the 
fixed policy of the city for years in the matter 
of underground wires is violated. Under 
previous ordinances, with one exception, it is 
impossible for, electric companies to string 
overhead wirés between Thirty-ninth street 
on the south, Fullerton avenue on the north, 
and Western avenue on the west. It is true 
that under a few old ordinances some wires 
have not yet been put under ground, but ail 
electric light wires, including those installed 
by the city, dre already carried in conduits. 
But under the provisions of the Cosmopolitan 
ordinance the territory between North avenue 
and Fullefton avenue, between Welle 
street and Western avenue, in some 

ortions, und between Ashland avenue and 

W avenue would be thrown open to the 
stringing of overhead wires, to say nothing of 
a large section south of Sixteenth street and 
west of Buttertield street and south of Thirty- 
first street and east of Butterfield street. if 
the ordinance stands as passed by the Coun. 
cil the work of the last ten years in the line 
oh Ham underground wires will be neutral- 
ized. ‘ 
‘Another clause gives the company the 
right to run electric wire cables over build- 
ings, which in case of fire would greatly em- 
barrass the Fire Department, to say nothing 
of being a constant menace to life and limb, 
If the two last-named clauses are allowed to 
stand the fire risks in the territory atfected 
will be greatly increased and insurance pre- 
miums will be relativeiy raised. 

Again right is giver the company to tear 
up streets all over the city and to protect the 
municipality against resulting damages only 
an absurdly small bond is required, entirely 
inadequate to cover the probable cost of re- 
pairing torn up and imperfectly replaced 
roadways. In the highly probable case of 
bad work being done on the steeets the city 
would be forced either to leave them in poor 
condition or else to repair them at its own ex- 

nse and rely upon an action at law to col- 

ect from the Cosmopolitan company under 
ite general bond. 
Other Faulty Clauses. 


The clause/ which shou!d provide for the 
thorough insulation of all conductors, both 
underground and overhead, is extremely 
faulty and should not be allowed to stand in 
its present condition. 

the provision made for the commencement 
and completion of we plant of the company is 
entirely inadequate to the importance of the 
interests involved. If the parties applying 
for the ordinance are in good faith, intendm 
to proceed under its provisions, they shoul 
be willing toagree to start work within ninety 
days and to erect within two years a plant or 
plants at a cost of at least $250,000, 

Lastly, the amount of the general bond ex. 
acted, $75,000, is ridiculously small and 
should be increased by several times $75,000.

LIMA, O., March 2.—(Special. |—The dead 
body of Mrs. Peter Penny was found on the 
steps of Dr. Eddon’s drug store, in the Town 
of Tontogany, late last night, Investigation 
showed she had left her home after the famiiy 
and herself had retired, but there is no e- 
planation as to who killed her. She was fully 
dressed and wore a cloak and a muffler around 
her neck. She had been shot, the bullet having 
passed through her body, She died evident- 
iy without a struggle, but the place where she 
was found bears no signsof blood. This 
leads to the belief she was murdered and 
taken there. 

Coroner Thomas held an inquest this morn- 
ing and found the followmg facts: Dr. A. 
Eddman has a large lot with a drug store and 
residence. The residence stands fifty feet 
north of the store witha vacant space be- 
tween the buildings, At 9:80 last night as 
Dr. Eddman was preparing to leave the store 
he heard a shot near by. He hastened home 
and was asked concerning the shot 
by his wife and hired girl, Step- 
ping out of a rear door of the 
residence they saw a blaze at 
the rear of the store. Dr. Eddman. yelled 

Fire!“ and a neighbor, Harry Rudd, came 
over. They got a bucket of water and ran 
over. Mr. Rudd threw water on what he up- 
pos ed Was a pile of rubbish intended to set 
the building on fire. He got another bucket 
of water, and this time discovered the sup- 
posed rubbish to be the body of a woman. 
The body was movedeout of the water and al- 
lowed to lie until the arrival of the Coroner. 
Then it was taken to her ‘home, half a mile 
away, where the inquest was held, 

Ihe only mark on the body was a bullet. 
hole in the lower part of the throat. The 
range of the bullet was downward, passing 
through the heart and coming out just below 
the shoulder blade, Half a dozen witnesses 
were examined in getting these facts, but not 
the slightest clew to the murderer was ob- 
tained. The only significant circumstance 
was the fact that the woman had evidently 
been on the point of stepring into the rear 
door of the drug store.

Judge Chetlaln Gensures Officers in Uyda 
Park Liquor Cases. 

Judge Chetlain yesterday dismissed the 
charges’ of illegal sale of liquor preferred 
against Hyde Park druggists, and ctiticised 
the me s used in coliecting evidence. The 
court’s femarks were brought out in a de- 
cision in the case of the city against Fred -G. 
Kennedy, a druggist at No. 5500 State street. 
Kennedy was fined by Justice Quinn over a 
year on a charge of selling liquor at re- 
tail without u license. Besides Kennedy sixty 
other druggists in the Hyde Park district were 
arrested and fined. The crueade against the 
druggists was pushed by the Chicago Liquor 
Deaiers’ Association. The liquor deal. 
ers called to their aid the Hyde 
Park Police Department, and  Inspect- 
tor Hunt detailed Patrolman W. H. 
Leach to work up evidence against the drug- 
gists. Leach, with a member of the Liquor 
Dealers Association, is asserted to have vis- 
ited drug stores and secured liquor on one 
pretext or another, and this was the evidence 
submitted to the court. The Retail Drug- 
gists’ Association determined to fight the 
charges agaicst the Hyde Park druggists, 
and every case in which fines were imposed 
was appealed. The first of the present 
week the charge against Fred G. Ken. 
nedy was taken up for trial with 
the agreement it should be a test case. The 
testimony was submitted to Judge Chetlain, 
and Luther Laflin Mills, who appeared for the 

efense, called the attention of the court to 

element of conspiracy in the case, He 
said the druggists had been seduced into sell. 
ing liquor by sworn officers of the law so that 
these officers might arrest and charge them 
with violating the law. Mr. Mills denounced 
the methods employed to secure evidence. 
The court reserved his decision until yester- 
day.

Organizing the Government, 


Victor E. Brown was Chairman and Alvah 
L. Hagar Secretary. The Chairman made a 
report from the Committee on Constitution. 
The report recommended the adoption of the 
statutory cnarter for cities and villages in the 
Revised Statutes, with a few exceptions, 
These were that the Mayor's term was one 
year; that one Alderman and one Alderwom- 
an shouid be elected from each grammar 
echool, six Aldermen and six Alderwomen 
from each high school. and one Alderman 
from each society of twenty-five members; 
that the naturalization fee should be 10 
cents; that a tax of 5 cents on each citizen 
should be levied by the City Council at its 
discretion ; and that elections should be held 
the third Friday in each March and October. 

This report was accepted and adopted, but 
on Mr. Bliss’ afrival with a report of his own 
the first one was reconsidered and finally lost 
sight of. In place of it Mr. Bliss read a con- 
stitution for the mock City Counc:! corre- 
sponding with the Constitution of the United 
States, providing for a President, six Vice- 
Presidents, Secfetary, and Treasurer, and a 
Presidential inauguration April 30. The 
constitution was adopted, and it was vuted to 

roceed at once to the election of officers. 

his led to a long and hotly contested debate 
on the right of suffrage. 

Up to that time every one present had 
voted, bit when it came to be'so important a 
matter as the election of President there was 
a loud demand for restricted suffrage, Some 
asserted no one could vote but those whose 
names were on the roll. Some would allow 
all to vote who had been delegated to the 
meeting last week. Others claimed the rignt 
for all present. 

The debate on this question lasted three- 
quarters of an hour and was the most spirited, 
brilliant, and exciting struggie imaginable. 
Speech after speech was made that would 
have done credit to the people of any sge and 
of any amount of experience. The speakers 
gradually approached the chair until at Jast 
they crowded close to the Chairmaa and al- 
most touched him with their fingers as they 
gesticulated, and ail was in such dead 
earnest that one could have imagined the life 
of the Nation to be at stake. 

Girl 13 Eloquent, 


It was at the very crisis of this contest that 
a girl’s voice was heard, the crowd parted re- 
spectfully, and Mias Millie McPherson of the 
South Division High School, probably 15 or 
16 years old, addressed the chair ina remark- 
able manner. There was not a trace of timid- 
ity in her manner, and stil less of self-con- 
sciousness: Her face fairly blazed with 
indignation, and she seemed actually 
inspired to utter her protest against 
what she regarded as a manifest injustice. 
With as much dignity and composure as Sen- 
ator Sherman could command, and with a far 
better flow of language probably than many 
Senators possess, she proceeded to condemn 
the policy of universal suffrage in the election 
of officers. 

„What is this I hear?’ said Miss McPher- 
son. Is it proposed that every one in this 
room snall be entitled to vote for President 
of this republic? I shall oppose it. It is 
true, sir, that we live in a democracy and that 
universal suffrage is the basis of our govern- 
ment, but was it ever heard that even in a 
democracy people were allowed to vote before 
they were enfranchised? We have in this 
room all sorts of people., Some have been 
delegated properly by the schools and have a 
right to vote; others have come in frum the 
street, sir, and have not yet qualified them- 
selves for citizenship. Let us distinguish be- 
tween these. Let us show our credentials, if 
we have them, and if we have noné let us re- 
tire. lam utterly opposed to any indiscrim- 
inate voting in this election.“ 

Miss McPherson’s address knocked the 
boys silly“ for awhile, but the universal suf- 
fragists rallied and carried the day and later 
rewarded Miss McPherson with an office. The 
nominees for the office of President were 
Victor F. Brown, North Division High 
School; Alfred E. Hagar, West Division High 
School; Charles Lederer, South Division High 
School; and Frank E. Comerford, West Di- 
vision High. School. On the first ballot the 
vote stood: Brown, 42; Hagar, 22; Led- 
erer, 38; and Comerford, 5. Mr. Comer- 
ford and Mr. Hagar then withdrew and on 
the second ballot the vote stood: Brown, 64: 
Lederer, 36. Mr. Brown was declared elected 
and made a brief speech of than ks.

Chairman of the Home Mission committee of 
the Denver Presbytery. The members of the 
committee are guests of J, Irving Pearce of 
the Sherman House and have an 
once in Room 409 Association Build. 
ing, No. 153 La Salle street. The com- 
mittee. has the indorsement of the 
Governor of Colorado and the leading citi- 
zens of the State. Qne of its members said 
yesterday: ‘* The drought-stricken section is 
newly settled, and as good crops have been 
the rule the money went into improvements. 
Then came the utter failure of crops in 18938 
and again in 1894. The peopie got through 
the first year all right, but the second crop 
failure left them destitute. The region is 
settiea almost entirely by Americans from 
the Kast, who went to Colorado to find a ell. 
mate in which they couldlive. The section is 
50 by 175 miles in extent and there are 2,500 
destitute families. The State of Colorado is 
providing food and clothes for the people, and 
what we want is money to buy feed for the 
horses and seed for sowing. The conditions 
this winter are good and a full crop is almost 
assured. The ground is ready for seed now, 
and he who gives must give quickly, for the 
need is great.

HART’S STORY OF THE LEAGUE SESSION, 


Tells How Pfeffer Was FEeinstated and 
How the Schedule Was Adopted. 
President Hart of the Chicago Baseball 
club returned from New York yesterday with 
an interesting story of the league meeting. 
The Chicago club fared exceedingly well in 
the conference and secured about all it asked 
except in the case of Pfeffer. President Hart 
wanted Pfeffer on the Chicago team and the 
player was anxious to come. His punishment 
is that he has to play in Louisville for a year 
or notatall. The Pfeffer reinstatement fur- 
nished the bone of contention for the meeting. 
The playing schedule was adopted “ unsight 
unseen,’’ the changes in the rules were made 
with little or no discussion, but the moment 
it was discovered the Chicago club wanted 

Pfeffer there was opposition. 

I wanted to have Pfeffer reinstated.“ said 
President Hart, and I wanted him put on 
the Chicago club. I wanted him reinstated 
because Buckenberger and Barnie, who were 
black-listed with him, had been reinstated, 
and because he made fair promises for the 
future. I walited him on the Chicago team 
because I thought he would strengthen it, I 
didn’t want him fined because the others 
were not fined. I didn’t think Louisville’ 
should be compelled to take him and keep 
him a full season because that edtablishes a 
bad precedent. It leaves a club no change to 
discipline an unruly player. I had sten 
Pfeffer and had a deal all arranged to pur- 
chase his release from Louisville in case of 
his reinstatement, which we then went to 
work to secure. 

‘Jealousy in the East against Chicago 
stopped that deal, though, and so fixed things 
that if Pfeffer was restored to good standing 
he would have to go to Kentucky for at least 
a year. That same jealousy is always ap- 
parent at league meetings. Whenever Chi- 
cago wants a player there is always opposi- 
tion. 

„% There was a strong feeling against re- 
instatement anyway. This was Pfeffer’s 
third time. Dr. Stucky of the Louisville 
club and I were making a strong effort to get 
him back, and so the matter was put in the 
hands of a committee representing all sides. 
It included besides myself as favorable to 
Pfeffer Mr. Freedman of the New York club, 
who was agreeable to reinstatement 
with certain punishment and Mr. 
Brush, who vas altogether opposed 
to reinstatement. We argued for four hours, 
and finally brought in a report embodying 
Mr. Freedman’s views—favoring reinstate- 
ment with heavy fines. That report was 

nored, however, and Dr. Stucky by moving 

t Pfeffer be taken back without condition 
put the question back to its original position. 
Then the $500 fine amendment was added, 
and next the amendment compelling him to 
play in Louisville, I didn’t like those condi- 
tions, of course, but I was put in the position 
of having to vote for them or against rein- 
statement. So I declined to vote at all until 
the motion had passed, and then voted 
in the  affirtmative. Pfeffer therefore 
must play in Louisville, unless per- 
haps the consent of a majority 
of the clubs of the league can be secured for 
a transfer. The story that Abell of the 
Brooklyn club wanted to buy Pleffer's re. 
lease for his elub is not true. He made an 
offer to pay the Louisville club $3,000 for ite 
claim on player’s services, but that was 
only to remove one complication and to put 
Pfeffer where the league might discipline 
him as it liked.

termination to oppose expenditures upon an 
increase of the navy merely for display by re- 
fusing the credits asked for to build torpedo 
boats. This rebuff of the government is due 
to the absentations and, in some cases, to the 
opposition of her Conservatives, who aeted 
thus in défiance of their traditional policy as 
a warning to the government to pay greater 
attention to agrarian interests. The discus- 
sion brought out several interesting state- 
ments. Prince Hohenlohe yesterday warmly 
appealed to the House to grant the estimates. 
He said the foreign trade of Germany, in 
which not only industry but husbandry was 
concerned, required greater protection, and 
this end could only be attained by an ade- 
quate navy. He could not believe that the 
interest in thie navy, which was so keen in 
1848, had entirely vanished. The German 
navy must be equal to its task and keep pace 
with the development of German trade.

er, moved an amendment proposing 
to convert the German army into 
a militia force. He advanced the Swiss mili- 
tary system as a model, and referred to asim- 
ilar proposal brought forward by the French 
Socialists. He declared that the Socialists 
were far from wishing to rénder the country 
defenseless, but the democratic spirit of the 
militia system served as a protection for tne 
soldiers against the tyranny of their superior 
officers. 

In Germany,” he said, ‘unfortunately it 
is the custom to foster pretorianism in order 
that the army might be employed against the

PRESIDENT DOLE OOMMUTES DEATH 
SENTENCES IN HAWAII. 


Bs-Queen'> Imprisonment Is Said to Be

Saw Francisco, Cal., March 2.—The steam- 
ship Australia arrived this morning, seven 
days from Honolulu. Among its passengers 
are thirteen exiles from Hawaii. They were 
put on board by officials of the republic at 
the last moment before the sailing of the 
steamer. Among the number are only a few 
who have been accused of actual complicity 
in the recent revolution, The others are 
mostly Britishers and Germans who made 
themselves obnoxious to the republican gov- 
ernment by doing too much talking. Among 
the exiles who became known as supporters 
of the revolutionary party are Wundenberg, 
Creighton, Peterson, Rathernil, Brown, and 
Fitzsimmons. The most important news 
brought by the steamer was the decision of 
President Dole and his Cabinet commuting 
to imprisonment the death sentences imposed 
by the court-martial upon Wilcox, Seward, 
Rickard, and Gulick, four leading rebel plot- 
ters. The sentences were commuted to thir- 
ty-fiye years’ imprisonment and a fine of 
$10,000 each. This means there will be no 
executions as a result of the recent revolu- 
tion. 

Hoxortu, Feb. 23.—While the government 
has easily put down the revolt it does not take 
a most hopeful view of the situation. This is 
due to some extent to the excitement of the 
moment. Dole and his Cabinet are disposed 
to adopt a lenient policy toward those capt- 
ured in arms afd those suspected of sym- 
pathy with them, but they are urged by those 
who have much at stake here and desire to re- 
main to use severe measures in order to pre- 
vent another revolt. 

Natives Will Not Fight. 

The natives have shown no fighting quali- 
ties. Uf the 700 men called out by Nowlein, 
the military leader of the revolt, only 125 
responded. It now appears the revolt wa» 
planned by white men, Gulick, Seward, and 
Rickard, money for guns was furnished by 
white men in San Frapeisco, that the vessel 
which brought them was owned by white 
men, that white men went out in the steamer 
and landed the guns, that two half-whites 
were the chief commanders of the insurrec- 
tions. Nowlein, Commander-in-Chief, says he 
was informed positively by his white royalist 
friends that if he could bringa force of natives 
into town the Citizen’s guard of 500 trained 
men would not dare come out, and the mis- 
siouaries would yield at once. He believed 
these statements and acted on them, only to 
discover that the Citizen’s guard instantly 
turned out and some 300 more whites joined 
them. 

Even the An abdication of the Queen 
does not settle matters, the natives are thrift- 
less, and in the present commercial depres- 
sion are suffering to some extent, as they have 
no earnings laid by. They ara told and be. 
lieve that a change in government will bring 
better times. The examination of witnesses 
under martial iaw discloses the fact that 
there are many white men who wish a change 
of government in order to reap spoils. They 
are tired of missionary government, because 
it is economical. There is a bonanza in 
opium and the Chinese gambling business, 
and the men who control the police and the 
custom house are in the way of making large 
The great majority of 
the whites, however, stand by the government 
without reservation. 

Queen's Rad Advice. 

The government and its supporters much 
regret the defense made on the Queen's trial 
under the ad vice of Paul Newman. She denied 
all knowledge of the revolt, while her premises 
were filled with forty retainers armed with 
guns, pistols, and bombs, It was hoped she 


‘would plead guilty toa simple knowledge of 


the revolt and then make a statement which 
would almost compel the utmost leniency. 

It was not difficult to show facts, from 
which a conclusive knowledge of the revolt 
on the ex-Queen’s part was evident. In the 
Queen’s diary, now in the possession of the 
government, is to be found curious and defi- 
nite information about the revolution of Jan. 
19, 1893. It is well known that the Queen's 
Cabinet, at that time, had advised her to 
promulgate a new constitution, but when it 
saw trouble changed its course and advised 
against it, and even went so far as to appeal 
to Thurston and others to support it against 
the Queen. The demoralization of the Cabi- 
net made prompt action against the revolu- 
tionists impossible, and the revolutionists 
assert gave them a chance to take possession 
of the government without the aid of Ameri- 
can marines, The Queen makes this entry in 
her diary. 

„Dec. 4, 1893, I told Mr. Richardson (in- 
timate friend) he had better tell Sam Parker 
(her Minister of Foreign Affairs before the 
overthrow) he had better resign when I told 
him to. He, as one of the Cabinet, had com- 
mitted the great crimeof treason; in fact, 
they all (the Cabinet) had turned against me 
and followed Thurston’s instructions and al- 
lowed themselves to be guided by him until 
the overthrow of my throne.“ 

Queen Talks of Treason. 

The above is the Queen's view of the situa- 
tion at the time the American forces landed 
and will be regarded as ample proof by many 
that the overthrow was due, as he Queen says 
it was, more tothe treason of her Cabinet 
than to the interference of the American 
forces. This view of the case was never pre- 
sented to Mr. Blount. The Queen had two 
sets of enemies to deal with at the same mo- 
ment—her own Cabinet and Thurston’s 
friends. 

The attitude of the British Com missioner, 
Hawes, towards British subjects who were in- 
volved in the revolt is satisfactory to the gov- 
ernment, as he tells them if they have got 
themselves into trouble he will not help them, 
and he knows they ure having a fair trial. 
Mr. Willis, the American Minister, ig also 
disposed to aid the government. The evi-

Five Years for the Queen, 


Aithough her sentence has not been made 
public the Associated Press correspondent 
was informed this morning by a Cabinet offi- 
cer that the ex-Queen has been sentenced to 
serve five years in prison and to pay a fine of 
65.000. It is understood that the sentence 
will not be changed by the President, Witb⸗ 
in the last few days a uumber of prisoners 
have been released from custody. Among 


the number is Charles Clark, who gave in- 


formation that afterward resulted in the dis- 
covery of arms and ammunition at the Queen's 
residence. 

Feb. 22 twenty-one rebels were sentenced. 
These sentences are uniform. The men are 
each to serve five years at hard labor and a 
fine imposed upon each man by the commis- 
sion was remitted by President Dole upon 
the advice and consent of the Cabinet. The 
punishment fixed was the minimum under the 
statutes. 

Feb. 19 a rumor was going the rounds to 
the effect that the government was to ask for 
British protection. Minister Willis’ attitude 
was the reason given for this radical step. It 
was said the representative of the United 
States had made unreasonable demands when 
he called on Minister Hatch the day previous, 
The government official was seen in regard to 
the matter and he said there was absolutely 
no truth in the rumor. He said Minister 
Willis had not made any demands—he had 
simply made a request in regard to some po- 


‘litical prisoners who claim the protection of 


the United States. 

David Kawanouakou, who was a Prince 
under the monarchy, was arrested Feb. 20 on 
a charge of misprision of treason. He was 
afterwards released. 


Dixon There for Pleasure. 


Ex-Judge W. W. Dixon, Who was a Repre. 
sentative in Congress from Montana in thé 
last Congress, isin Honolulu. The govern- 
ment was informed that he was sent here by 
Chairman McCreary of the House Foreign 
Rel Ations committee to make an investiga- 
tion and report. When interviewed he denied 
the report and said he came to this country 
merely for a pleasure trip. 

The military court is still sitting. V. V. 
Ashford, who is serving a sentence of five 
years for misprision of treason, will probably 
be allowed to pay a fine of $5,000 and depart 
from the country. -The doctors agree 
that if be is kept in jail he 
will die. The commutation of the 
death sentences of the court-martial to life 
imprisonment is accepted by conservative 
people in the community as the best final dis- 
position of the matter.. It is believed if there 
is quiet for some time the prisoners now un- 
der sentence will be released. The ex-Queen 
has it in her power to do some good among 
the natives, but itis feared her natural dis- 
position will prevent ber from fully accepting 
the situation. She, however, may do so, and 
if she does she will not sufferany hardships 
at the hands of the government. Her con- 
finement will be at present in the executive 
buildmg, which was her former palace. She 
will occupy one of the large rooms formerly 
used by her and overlooking the fine park 
and surrounding buildings. 


Those Who Are Exiled. 


The only prominent persons on board the 
Australia are Charles Creighton and A. P. 
Peterson. Both of them have filled the office 
of Attorney-General under the monarchy, 
and F. A. Wunderburg, who was at first 
a supporter of the new government and 
was given a position in the Postal 
Department and afterwards joined the 
Reyalists. the other plotters are: John 
Radin, hackman; Fred Harrison, George 
Rittman, iron molder: J. C. White, foundry- 
man; Jim Brown, hackman; James Levy, 
auctioneer ; M. G. Bailey, auctioneer ; Capt. 
A. McDowell, Carriane, a Greek; Camarines, 
a rancher and fruit dealer; Manuel Reis, 
hackman; Arthur White, billigrd hall keep- 
er; and John Radio, a wealthy Austra- 
lian. The iron molders and the foundry man 
were implicated in the manufacture of bombs 
found in fhe possession of the rebels. The 
others are Royalist sympathizers who talked 
too much, The exiles were on board the 
steamer at the last moment before she start- 
ed. They are all suspects in whose cases 
prosecution was withheld, and who entered 
into an agreement not to return to the islands 
except on being granted permission by the 
government. 


ALERT ORDERED TO GO TO COLOMBIA, 


Secretary Herbert Recelves Disquieting 
Reports from That Country. 

Wasuinctron, D. C., March 2,—Secretary 
Herbert today received disquieting advices 
from Colombia, believed to be from Capt. 
Cromwell of the Atlanta, relative to the 
progress of the revolution in that dis- 
turbed country. The Atlanta lies at Colon 
on the gulf side of the Isthmus 
of Panama, but the large American interests 
on the west side, including the terminal of the 
Panama railroad, are exposed, there being no 
warship nearer than Beneventura, Colombia, 
800 miles distant, where the Ranger has 
been stationed since Feb. 20. Secretary 
Herbert was in consultation with Secre- 
tary Gresham today touching the advisability 
of. sending a vessel to Panama, which Capt. 
Crom well’s report shows to be in need of pro- 
tection. Nothing has been heard at the State 
Departmeat for some time from United 
States Minister McKinney, who is supposed 
to be at the capital, Bogota, in the interior 
of Colombia. It is surmised that the 
telegraph wires communicating with 
the coast cable have been cut or 
taken possession of by one of the contending 
parties. Late this afternoon Secretary Her- 
bert issued an order for the Alert to proceed 
at once from San José to Panama and this 
was cabled to the commander of the vessel. 
No explanation for the movement was given 
at the department.

FALL OF WEI HAI WEI 


DETAILS OF THE FIEROE FIGHTING 
DONE BY THE JAPS THERE 


Place Will Be Remembered as the First 
Spot at Which the Progress of the Ti- 
gerish Japs Was Interrupted=<Chinese 
Fight for a Time with Desperation, but 
Surrounded and Outela sed They Fimally 
Lose Heart and Are Shattered=<How 
the Big Ironciads Did Their Fighting. 

Tox1o, Feb. 16, Per Steamer City of Pekin, 
via San Francisco, Cal., March 2.—Wei Hai 
Wei will be remembered in the history of this 
war as the first spot at which the easy prog- 
ress of the Japanese was interrupted by a seri- 
ous and prolonged resistance on the part of 
the enemy. The town itself, from which the 
naval station derives its name, together with 
its formidable and elaborate chain of land de- 
fenses, was captured with the usual facility 
and wherever the Chinese were free to escape 
they disappeared before anything like severe 
fighting was attempted on either side. But 
those who found themselves surrounded 
at the beginning of the affray 
seemed animated by a spirit of 
defiance wholly out of keeping with their 
previous attitude and the actions of their 
countrymen. This change of bearing is at- 
tributed by some to the presence of a few 
foreigners among the besieged; by others to 
the wild desperation which fastened upon the 
garrison when the position was discovered to 
be hopeless and death appeared inevitable. 

The harbor of Wei Hai Wei is to the south- 
ern entrance of the Gulf of Pechili what 
Port Arthur was at the north. Its possession 
was not really essential to the Japanese, 
whose navy had free ingress to the gulf, but 
its capture was thought desirable, partly as a 
brilliant addition to the prestige of the con- 
querors and partly to set at rest all anxieties 
with respect to the still powerful fleet com- 
manded by Admiral Ting. 

Forte Are Taken. 

After the successful landing in January the 
march inland froin the bay near Yung Cheng 
began Jan. 29 and 30, and before the even- 
ing of the last named day the heights over- 
looking the harbor were reached and che first 
group of forts at Pochi-Yai-Su were taken. 
The contest at this point was the severest in 
which the Japanese troops were engaged. 
Their losses were not heavy in number, being 
limited to less than 100 killed and wounded. 

Of fighting leaders the Japanese army has 
a profusion; with skilled students of strategy 
itis not so liberally provided. Maj.-Gen. 
Otera was as sagacious in planning campaigns 
as he was energetic in executing them. It 
was he who laid out the movement against 
Port Arthur. He was the first of his grade to 
fall in the war. The forts seized by the Ku- 
mamoto brigade were four in number. Most 
of their guns were in good order and 
were immediately turned upon the Chinese 
ships and batteries on the islands in the bay. 
Meanwhile, the second grand division from 
Sendai proceeded along the range of bluffs, 
driving the enemy like sheep before them. 
No opposition worth speakine of was offered, 
and the works on the opposite or western 


headland would have been promptly.captured 


knocked about. The other two were de- 
stroyed, and many of their crews were killed 
by the fire of the enemy or frozen to death 
after having swam ashore. The night of Feb. 
5 a fresh torpedo squadron was sent to con- 
tinue the work and made ah end of two if not 
more of the Chinese cruisers without them- 
selves suffering as severely as their prede- 
cessors, It was afterward learned that the 
little craft had been instrumental in sinking 
the Wei Yuen and the Tsing Yuen, together 
with several smaller vessels. The morning of 
Feb. 6 only four of the once redoubtable Pei 
Yang division of the navy remained fit for 
service, 
Its Fleet's Work. 

The large ships of Admiral Ito’s fleet had 
thus far done little but shell the forts on the 
two islands. Feb. 6 they rested entirely, be- 
ginning anew and with redoubled energy 
Feb. 7. By this time the gunners on the 
shore were able to codperate effectively, espe- 
cially at the eastern edge of the harbor. Soon 
afterdawn one of- their shells exploded a 
magazine on Ji Island, tearing asunder the 
walls of the fort and compelling the garrison 
to hurry across to Liu Kung. While the as- 
sailants were cheering one another over this 
piece of good fortune a more exciting inci- 
dent followed, A flock of Chinese torpedo 
boats broke away from the main body lying 
behind Liu Kung, and with two or 
three light-draught steamers steered through 
the barricade near its western end and 
raced along the shore toward Chefoo. Their 
speed was not equal to that of the first Japan- 
ese flying squadron, which set off in chase 
with such alacrity that the fugitives were all 
overtaken within two hours. Some were run 
down and sunk, others disabled by quick-firing 
gune, and the others were driven into the. bay 
to the east of Chefoo, where most of them 
surrendered. A few ran ashore, and, being 
deserted by their crews, were made powerless 
for further mischief before the pursuers re- 
turned to their duty at Wei Hai Wei. The 
situation of the defences was now pitiable 
indeed. An incessant cannonade was directed 
at them from the heights where heavy 
long range pieces had been planted and 
the places where they found shelter 
in the early days of combat no 
longer afforded protection. The soldiers in 
the forts were less liable to be slaughtered 
than those on board the ships, but even their 
ranks were gradually thinned, while their ef- 
forts at retaliation were totally ineffective. 
Though they could perhaps have fought des- 
perately to the end in a hand-to-hand conflict 
their energies appeared to sink, as their des- 
tiny was seen to be inevitable. Feb. 9 con- 
siderable activity was displayed, two of the 
ships endeavoring to dislodge an inconven- 
fent battery on the western headland, but 
from that date the energy of the Chinese 
steadily diminished. 

Surrender Is Accepted. 

Feb. 12a formal offer of surrender was 
sent under a flag of truce, the Admiral pro- 
posing to give over everything at his disposal 
on condition that the lives of all who served 
him, especially the foreigners, should be 
spared. His action is gravely censured, the 
universal opinion being thatif he could no 
longer hold out he should have found means 
to destroy the valuable property in his con- 
trol, instead of delivering it up to the con- 
querers. His terms, however, were promptly 
agreed to, and the following day the Japanese 
began the work of taking over the four large 
ships left in serviceable condition, several 
gunboats and torpedo crafts, the artillery of 
the ports, and the stores of ammunition and 
food. 

The Chen Yuen is much hurt, but can be 
repaired. are hopes, indeed, that the 
Ting Yuen and a few others may be raised 
and- an ui fleated. However viewed, 


but for a sudden downfall of blindmg snow 
which brought the military operations to a 
standstill, 

Soldiers Suffer. 

The soldiers suffered greatly from exposure 
to the piercmg cold, and it was not until the 
morning of Feb, 2 that the task allotted them 
was accomplished. Not a soul confronted 
them as they entered the fortifications. The 
garrisons had all flown, but not without 
leaving some evidences of thvughtful- 
ness and caution behind them. Big 
cannon had been thrown from 
the walls or otherwise rendered 
useless, and the expectation of training them 
upon the comrades of their former owners 
was necessarily given over. The shareof the 
army in reducing Wei Hai Wei was practi- 
cally atan end. Small bodies of engineers 
and artillerists were set to work planting 
mortars and guns at advantageous spots and 
some of these were afterward served with de- 
cisive éffect. But the main interest of the 
proceedings was transferred to the lower level 
of the bay. Admiral Ito’s ships had been 
much more hardly dealt with by the tempest 
than Gen. Oyama’s soldiers. The latter had 
found shelter of some sort, while the fleet was 
so beaten about by the raging winds that its 
position outside of Wei Hai Wei could not be 
maintained, and for three days, from Jan. 31 
until Feb. 2, it was obliged to take refuge in 
the waters of Yung Cheng, more than a score 
of miles away. 

Barricade of Chains. 

The Japanese Admiral had intended to 
commence his attack Jan. 30, At the outset 
little could be done with his men-of-war, ow- 
ing to the difficulty of entering the harbor. 
All the openings had been blocked by strong 
barricades of chain cables and spars, forbid- 
ding ingress to strangers and allowing pas- 
sage outward only to pilots: familiar with the 
line of obstructions. The Chinese ships within 
occupied a basin fifteen or more miles in 
length by five or six in depth. With 
this space at their disposal they could 
not easily be reached by artillery 
from any point held by Japanese troops. The 
only resource then was torpedo boats. Ifa 
breach could be had in the barrier then com- 
pact messengers of destruction might burst 
in among the ironclads and all alone accom- 
plish their errand of annihilation. Six of 
them were selected to undertake this exploit 
the night of Jan. 30, but through some un- 
ucky blundering they were met by a heavy 
fire from their friends in the Po Chi Yai Su 
forts as they were endeavoring to force the 
eastern channel. This compelled a postpone- 
ment of twenty-four hours, but before the 
newly designated time had come the snow- 
storm was driving the entire body of ships, 
large and small, far away, On the night of 
Feb. 3 the torpedo boats renewed their at- 
tem pt. 

Aperture Is Broken. 

Again they were unsuccessful, the barrier 
proving-impassable for that occasion. But a 
good beginning had been made and the fol- 
lowing night a flock of giantkillers made an 
aparture one hundred yards broad, and after 
carefully picking their way through bore 
down at their topmost speed upon the Chi- 
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the result is of prodigious importance to the 
winning side. 

The losses of the Japanese throughout the 
campaign have been slight, the severest cas- 
ualties having been those of the torpedo 
crews. Reports are conflicting, and will not 
be adjusted for several days. Of the Chinese 
losses scarcely any details are yet known. 
It is rumored in Tokio that after order is re- 
stored at Wei Hai Wei and the military situa- 
tion in Ching King becomes quieter than at 
present the Emperor of Japan may proceed 
to China and establish his headquarters in 
some fortress recently captured by his army. 


No official confirmation of the report can, 


however, be obtained. 
FIXING THE BLAME FOR THE DISASTER, 


Mexican Officials Rig adly Investigating the 
Interoceanic Train Horror. 

Crry or Mexico, March 2.—The Merican 
Government has commenced a rigid exami- 
nation of the trainmen and officials of the In- 
teroceanic railroad in an attempt to fix the 
culpability for the terrible railway disaster 
upon the persons to blame. The engineer, 
conductor, and brakeman on the ill-fated 
train were examined and fuller reports of the 
disaster are expected, The engineer was 
John Neufer and the conductor J. H. Steele, 
both Americans. 

The Jefe Politico of Tenango, with some 
mounted rurales, had the bodies of the dead 
laid out on the bank for identification on the 
arrival of the relief train and refused to per- 
mit them to be brought to the city, awaiting 
complete official examination of the scene of 
the wreck. They were still ly there at 
noon yesterday when the regular went 
by after the wreck was cleared away. The 
bodies, terribiy mangled, lie decaying in the 
sun piled up like cord wood. The entreaties 
of friends and relatives have thus far been of 
little avail in gaining possession of the re- 
mains of the unfortunate excursionists, the 
greater partof whom will teday be buried in a 
great trench being dug near the tracks, 
Three policemen sent out from this city on 
the rescue train marshaled the wounded when 
they were brought in last night. Those who 
could not walk were carried on litters, twenty- 
five of these being required for that purpose. 

So far as can be ascertained all the killed 
and wounded were of the lower ciass. No 
persons of any prominence nor any foreign- 
ers were in the accident. The locomotive en- 
gineer immediately disappeared, but was 
afterwards captured at Chaleo. He, as well 
as the conductor and other trainmen, are held 
as prisoners pending the official investigation. 
A number of the wounded cannot possibly 
live.

VENEZUELA TO SETTLE WITH ENGLAND, 


Boundary Dispute to Be Cleared Up=Peace- 
able If It In Pogsibie, 

Wasumorox, D. C., March 2.—[ Special. 
New and important developments in connec- 
tion with the boundary dispute between Great 
Britain and the Republic of Venezuela may be 
looked for in the near future. There are in- 
dications that the tension between the two 
governments is becoming so great a crisis 
may soon he reached which will result in 
definite settlement of the controversy either 
peaceably or at the sword’s point. The mat- 
ter is of especial interest to the United States 
for the reason that for many years the good 
offices of this government have been tendered 
to the disputants. 

Venezuela has always been ready and 
anxious to arbitrate. Great Britain, on the 
other hand, has steadily declined to enter into 
any such treaty. Recently, Ambassador 
Bayard, acting under direct instructions from 
the President, has urged the British Govern- 
ment to take steps looking to the negotiation 
of an arbitration treaty, but his efforts have 
not been any more successful than those 
made through other channels, Great Britain 
returning a decided negative to all requests 
for arbitration. a 

In the meantime events bave been happen- 
ing in the disputed territory that may make 
it impossible to delay action much longer. 
Some time since Great Britain established a 
post under the command of a Commissioner 
named McTurk at a point far within the lim- 
its of the territory which Venezuela claims as 
its own, and within a comparatively recent 
date the Venezuelan Government has made a 
counter movement by establishing posts 
along the Cuyuni River at points between the | 
British outposts and the line which Venezuela 
bet ween 
the two countries. This

Report Makes a Splendid Showing of De- 
crease in Mortality. 

The annual report of Dr. A. Lagorio, 
Director of the Pasteur Institute of Chicago, 
is of interest in connection with the introduc- 
tion of à bill in the Legislature providing for 
the treatment at public expense of indigent 
persons bitten by rabid animals. 

Dr. Lagorio’s report says that the mortality 
of persons bitten prior to the discovery of the 
Pasteur anti-rabies treatment was;for bites on 
the head and face, 88 per cent; for bites on 
the hands, 67 per cent; Pay ites on the 
limbs and trupk, 20 cent. 
In contrast to these appalling . figures 
the report shows that among the 366 cases 
ascertained hydrophobia treated at the Chica. 
go institute since it was established July 2, 
1890, but two deaths have been reported, 
giving a mortality of 0.54 per cent. 

Of the persons treated 341 were bitten by 
dogs, nine by horses, seven by cats, five by 
skunks, two by wolves, one by a mule, and 
one by a pi hree 8 and six patients 
came from llinois, thirty-nine from Iowa, 
twenty-six from Indiana, twenty-eight from 
Kansas, twenty-three ‘rom Ohio, ten from 
Arizona, six from Missouri, four from 
Minnesota, four from Michigan, four from 
Louisiana, three irom Tennessee, three from 
Kentucky, three from Texas, one from Wis- 
consin, three from South Dakota, three from 
Indian Territory, two from Nebraska, one 
from New Mexico, and one from Okiahoma. 
All these persons were bitten by animals as- 
certained to be rabid by the control experi- 
ments made in the ben or by the death 
of other persons or animals bitten by the 
same animal, or by animals recognized to be 
rabid from symptoms of the disease shown 
during life. Three hundred and seventy-two 
other r — 7 for treatment, but were 
refused, as it wa’ recognized by experiment 

or the history of the case that they were not 
bitten by rabid animals. Their wounds, how- 
ever, were troated free of charge. 
Representative Schubert’s biti provides that 
poor persons in the State shall be treated at 
the Chicago Institute at an .expense not ex- 
ceeding $50 for each case, It has been the 
custom at the institute to treat such persons 
and depend upon donations from private m- 
dividuals or institutions to cover the expense.

Bankers Do Not Attribute Slackness of 
Sale to Council Action.

SEABOARD AIR LINE WILL FIGHT. 


Does Not Propose to Be Bulldozed by the 
Southern Railway Company. 

BALTI Monz, Md., March 2.—([Special.]— 
Railroad men here say that if the differences 
between the Seaboard Air line and the South- 
ern Railway and Steamship Association are 
not soon adjusted the most bitter rate war 
ever waged between Southern lines will en- 
sue. Several of the lines involved are owned 
in Baltimore and Southern railroad officials, 
anxiou§ to avert the impending war, are en- 
dea vor to form a new agreement for the 
maintenance of rates which will be accept- 
able to the Seaboard and its competitors. 
President Hoffman of the Seaboard line, 
however, probably will decline to attend the 
meeting of the Southern roads called for 
March 8 at Atlanta, as he is opposed to all 
associations having any connection with the 

Southern Railway and Steamship Association. 
He atill believes the Southern railway com- 
pany instigated the boycott and when the 
company makes a definite move the Seaboard 
is prepared to make it warm for all con- 
cerned. The Seaboard parallels the Southern 
for nearly the entire distance between City 
Point, Va., and Atlanta, Ga., and is in a posi- 
tion to worry that system more than any 
other. The Atlantic coast line, which is prin- 
cipally owned in Baltimore and of which 

Harry Walters of this city is President, will 
not join in the boycott against the Seaboard, 
as there is a traffic arrangement between the 
two companies similar to the one between the 
Seaboard and Western and Atlantic and Nash- 
ville, Chattanooga and St. Louis. 


SERIOUS CHARGES AGAINST ASHLEY. 


Irregularities in the Management of the 


Toledo and Aun Arbor Road. 

Serious charges of irregularity, illegality, 
and general financial looseness have been 
formally presented in court against the Ash- 
ley management of the Toledo, Ann Arbor 
and North Michigan railroad. The charges 
are based upon the result of an examination 
of the books and accounts by a firm of expert 
accountants. A petition has been filed in the 
United States Court in Toledo by the general 
reorganization committee, praying that the 
execution of the decree of foreclosure against 
the company’s property be suspended, and 
asking that the committee be allowed to be- 
come party defendant in the suit, in the inter- 
est of the stockholders. The main allegations 
in the petition are that during the period of 
the Ashley management prior to the present 
receivership funds belonging to the company 
and a large amount of the consolidated bonds 
were diverted from their proper purposes. d. 
M. Ashley Jr. is accused of borrowing about 
$158,000 through a New York notebroker for 
his own and the company’s account on notes 
indorsed by himself and secured by the con- 
solidated bonds. The books of the company, 
the experts say, fail to show for what purpose 
this money was used, One startimg feature 
of the experts’ work is the allegation that the 
consolidated mortgage, dated Jan. 15, 1890, 
and covering an issue of $10,000,000 bonds, 
was never authorized at any meeting of the 
stockholders called for that purpdse either in 
Ohio or Michigan, No record of the meeting 


appears on the company’s minute books.

Black HUSSARS FORMED BY SEOED- 
| BRS PROM OBIOAGO HUSSARS, 


‘ 


‘Reason for Leaving the Old Organization 
. Is Because of a Desire to Have a Cav- 
alry Company Conducted on Strictly 
Military Linese Discipline of the Parent 
Troop Was Not Satisfactory—Officers of 
the New Command—It Will Be a Model 
it Its Promoterg Carry Out Their Plans. 


Now it is the Black Hussars. A new Chi- 
‘cago troop received incorporation papers 
from Springfield yesterday. The officers and 
many of the troopers who will form the new 
command were formerly members of the 
‘Chicago Hussars, Capt. E. L. Brand, com- 
manding. This is the second troop which has 
‘sprung from the ranks of the original Chicago 
Hussars since their organization. The Black 
‘Hussars just incorporated have elected 
officers as follows: Captain. T. S. Quineey; 
‘Pirst-Lieutenant, J. J. Murray; Second- 
Lieutenant, Sol Wolfe; First Sergeant, Louis 
M. Cope. These men were all officers in the 
Chicago Hussars, holding the ranks respect- 
ively of First-Lieutenant, Second- Lieutenant, 
Third Sergeant, and Commissary. They re- 
signed their positions some weeks ago and 
‘with them went the other troopers, and all 
‘together they will form the new organization. 

The officers of the Black Hussars say that 
the only reason for their leaving the old com- 
maad was the desire to join a cavalry troop 
‘which would be conducted on strictiy mili- 
‘tary lines, with the members willing to sub- 
mit to military discipline. We want to have 
a body of men,” said Capt. Quincey yester- 
day, who will attend drills and who can 
drill when they get there. Physical qualifica- 
‘tions for thorough-going, rough-riding, and 
regulation cavalry drill will be necessary for 
membership in the new troop. While we will 
not belong to the National Guard, the mem- 
‘bers will pledge themselves to be ready for 
duty at any time that their services are need- 
ed. We have all pledged ourselves to be 
present at every meeting and drill, sick- 
ness and absence from the city alone to 
de valid excuses for absence. We are 
in for work more than for show, and we 
will make the drill as put up by Capt. Dodd’s 
‘troop of the Third United States Cavairy our 
example of exvellence and endeavor to attain 
it. e want about ten able-bodied recruits, 
men who own their horses and can get on a 
horte without being lifted by a derrick. Our 
organization will be a military one with a so- 
‘cial feature and ordinary rides as an extreme- 
ly subsidiary issue. We have had no trouble 
with the Chicago Hussars. We hope that or- 
ganization will continue to thrive, as it well 
deserves. The firet instructions of the new 
troop will be received from the officers. Later 
a non-commissioned officer of regulars will 
take us in hand. 

It is our intention to have oniy black 
‘horses in the troop. Our dress uniform will 
doe handsome, our fatigue garb simple and 
/ serviceable, An armory not yet been 
chosen. We can do much outdoor work at 
this season of the year, and let me say, in 
| closing, that we will be ready for work when- 
ever the city’s protection needs our services. 

It has been known for some time that the 
lack of attendance at drills was the subject of 
| feeling in the Chicago Hussars on the part of 
those who were always on band 
and who wanted military discipline 
There were many members 
who were always present at parade but who 
did not attend the working sessions regularly. 
As a result, though all rode with energy when 


mounted, there were some who had difficulty, 


owing to physical conditions, in the mounting 
itself. ith them and with others rough rid- 
ing was impossible.

A popular form of 
curee is that a house may be entirely extin- 
guished for want of a male heir. A catas- 
trophe of this kind was that connected with 
the McAlister family, of Scotch notoriety.

But as the crimson and setting rays 
of a summer sun fell on the lifeless body of 
her two sons her eyes met those of him who 
had so basely and cruelly wronged her, and 
after once more stigmatizing his barbarity, 
with deep measured voice she pronounced 

s ominous words, embodying a curse 
which McAlister Indre little anticipated 
would so surely come to pass: “I suffer 
now,“ said the grief-stricken woman, but 
you shall suffer aiways. You have made me 
childless, but you and yours shall be heirless 
forever. Never shail there be a son to the 
house of McAlister.” ) 

These words were treated with contempt by 
McAlister Indre, who mocked and ladghed at 
the malicious prattle of a woman’s tongue. 
But time proved only too truly how persist- 
ently the curse of the bereaved woman clung 
to the race of her oppressors, and, as Sir Ber- 
nard Burke remarks, it was in the reign of 
Queen Anne that the hopes of the house of 
McAlister “‘ flourished for the last time, they 
were blighted forever.“ 


The Tichborne Curse. 


It is said that was a curse of this sort made 
700 years before that extinguished the house 
of Tichborne: 

When the Lady Mabelle Tichborne, wife of the 
Sir Roger who flourished in the reign af Henry 
LL, was lying on her deathbed, she besought her 
husband to grant her the means of leaving be- 
hind ber a charitable uestin the form of an 
annual dole of bread. To gratify her whim he 
accordingly promised her produce of as 
much lana in the vicinity of the park as she 
could walk over while „ certain brand was burn- 
ing; for, as she had been bedridden for many 
years, he sup that she would da able to 
7 round only a small portion of the property.

as the annual dole was observed, but left her 
solemn curee on any of her ts who 
should. discontinue it, prophesying’ that 
such should happen the old house would fall 
and the family name “become extinct from fail- 
ure of male issue. And she further added that 
this would be foretold by a generation of seven 
sons being followed immediately after by a gen- 
eration ot seven daughters no son. 

The custom ot the annual doles was observed 
for 600 years on every 25th of March, until— 
owing to the complaints of the magistrates and 
local gentry that vagabonds, gypsies, and idlers 
of every description swarm into the neighbor- 

ood under the prevense of receiving the doie—it 
was discontinued in the year 1796. Strangely 
enough Sir Henry Tichborne, the Baronet of that 
day, had seven sons, and his eldest son, who suc- 
coded him, had seven daughters and no son. 
The prophecy was apparently completed by the 
change of name of the possessors of the astate to 
Dou 7 in the nof Sir Edward Doughty. 
whe tia assumed the name under the will of a 
relative from whom he inherited certain prop- 
erty. Finally, it may be added, “the Claimant” 
appeared and instituted one of the most costly 
lawsuits ever tried, in which the Tichborne estate 
was put to an expense of close upon £100,000! 

Says Mr. Dyer: There are told of certain 
houses in different parts of the country many 
weird skull stories, the popular idea — 
that if any profane hand should be bol 
enough to remove or in any way tamper with 
such grewsome relics of the dead misfortune 
will inevitably overtake the family. Hence 
for years past there have been carefully pre- 
served in some of our country homes humer- 
ous skulls. all kinds of romantic traditious 
accounting for their present isolated and un- 
buried condition.” : 

Byron had no superstition on the subject, 
It will be remembered that whilst living at 
Newstead he one day found a skull of large 
dimensions and peculiar whiteness. Cponciud- 
ing that it belonged to some friar who 
had been domesticated at Newstead—prior to 
the confiscation of the monasteries by Henry 
Vill.—he determined to convert it into a 
drinking vessel, and for this purpose 
dispatched it to London, where it was 
eiegantly mounted. On its return to 
Newstead Byron instituted a new order 
at the Abbey, constituting himeeif) grand 
master, or abbot, oi the skull. The mem bers, 
twelve in number, were provided with black 
gowns—that of Byron, as head of the fraterni- 
ty, being distinguished from the rest, 
chapter was held at certain times, when the 
skull drinking goblet was filled with claret 
and handed about amongst the gods of his 
consistory, while many a grim joke was 
cracked at the expense of this reli¢ of the 
dead.”

Upon the pay- 
ment of anindemnity of $1,500 the con- 
servative old folks removed one mile east- 
ward on the land that had been parceled to 
them, and founded the Ne Icarian Com- 
munity.“ while the progressive party retained 
the old home and name, Icarian Community. 
This colony was further weakened by the 
withdrawal of some of its members, who 
went to California and established a branch. 
Both the branch and the parental stock 
have become extinct. The new Icarian Com- 
munity prospered and is still thrifty, though 
its members are few. They livestrictly in ac- 
cordance with the rules of the gociety. Abso- 
lute equality exists. Their neat’ Wr 14 
x20 feet, and 14 stories high, are all alike. A 
large hall, 20x50, serves as a saloon in every 
sense of the word, except that no publicdrink- 
ing is done there. They manufacture some 
wine each year, but are a temperate people 
and never drink to excess, mem bers are 
well educated in both French and English, 
and possess the politeness of their race. Every- 
thing is held in common. Their clothing is 
all alike in quality, extept that allowances 
are made for sex and age and all may wear 
their favorite lor. The executive powers of 
the community are vested ina President and 
two directors, Ali members of the commu- 
nity over 21 years constitute the General 
Assembly, which makes the laws. The 
members who for any reason draw out of the 
society are permitted to take with them two- 
thirds of what they have contributed to the 
common fund} 

At their annual election last, Saturday it 
was mutually agreed that they become dis- 
solved. Mr. E. F. Bettannier, who has been 
their efficient President the greater part of the 
time since 1879, has been appointed receiver, 
and will as soon as possible close up the affairs 
of the community. Owing to their peculiar 
laws, which will conflict with the State laws, 
it is expected that this will be a tedious and 
complicated task, as there are minor heirs 
who are not now residents of the community.

The were reared by hand” 
by a woman, who fed them with a bottle. 
But the most curious thing is that their play- 
mate and companion at this interesting 
period of their leonine lives was a little boy 
—Frank Raymond. Two bottles were used in 
the family—one for the baby lions and one 
for the baby boy. 

All this took place in Chieago, and the baby 
boy Frank is now a dashing youngster. He 
lives on the West Side and his mother often 
takes him to Lincoln Patk to see his old 
playmates, There was atime when Frank 
could more than hold his owa with “ Major 
and Jennie, but now they no longer know 
him. Many’s the roll: and gam boling 
time the little fellow and the lions had, but 
now—well, Frank ia still young enough to 
think he might enjoy ond of tne old-time 
sprees, but his parents think differently. 

In December, 1887, Thomas L. Grenier, 
the West Side theatrical manager, came into 
possession of old’ Burr Robbins’ circus and 
menagerie. In 1888 Mr. Grenier operated 
the ehow. Among the animals were a lion 
and two lionesses. Prince was the lion and 
% Rose and Helle the lionesses. At Ida 
Grove, Ia., July 16, 1888, Rose created a 
sensation both in the town and ‘in 
the circus by giving birth to two handsome 
helps. The little fellows were carefully 
watched, but one day ond of them got hold 
of a piece of bone which his mother had laid 
aside for dessert, and in attempting to chew 
it to splinters he mupaged to get a bit stuck 
in his throat. Doctors were called, the little 
lion’s back was weil eo but it all did 
no good. The bone staid where it stuck, 
could not be dug out, and the little lion 
turned up “his toes. Next day there was a 
funeral, 

The other little lion got along all right for 
a time without his brother, but soon he com- 
menced to fade away. Before long he joined 
his little brother and wag given a spot be- 
neath the daisies. 

“Major” Is Born. 

By this time the circus had moved into win- 
ter quarters at Randolph and Ann streets on 
the West Side. Here is where the beautiful 
„Major was born. He came into the world 
Dec, 24, 1888, his mother deing Belle.“ 

Now, the mother lion is exceedingiy solicit- 
ous for the welfare of her babies. Assoon as 
they showasign of life she begins to lick 
them with her tongue, and unless she is 
watched she licks them to death, Inasmuch 
as the tongue of the lioness is as rough as a 
steel file, and a large and very rough steel file, 
too, it is easy to guess that the babies can get 
along without much licki Finally, unless 
carefully watched, she licks them so much 
that they are smothered, and this is just what 
** Belle”’—good, kind, and well-meaning 
mother she was, too—did te one of the whelps 
born at Ann and Randolph streets the day be- 
fore Christmas, 1888. 

„Major was one of the two. Belle“ 
saw she had killed one of her whelps. She 
pawed the poor, wet, little body around in 
her cage. She moaned and roared and tried 
to restore life by the same process that had 
destroyed it, but she found she could not 
make her baby stir. Thea, foolishly, she 
turned her attention to the live baby. This 
was Major.“ She commenced to lick him. 
Mr. Grenier and the assistants saw what had 
happened when they came to Belle's cage 
in the 147 One baby was dead and the 
other had not long to live, unless taken away 
from his mother, Little Major“ was try- 
ing to assert himself when his mother licked 
him, but the old woman was too strong 
for him and he had to submit to the danger. 
ous caresses from her raspihg tongue, whether 
or no. 

And that is how Major came to be raised 
by the bottle, with a little boy. He was 
dragged out of the cage after some hard fight- 
ing and putin a basket and carried to Mr. 
Grenier’s home, while the latter’s wife under. 
took to keep him alive. That she succeeded 
is shown in the magnificent beast in Liucoln 
Park today, conceded by tliose who know to 
be the finest specimen of lion in a caye. 

“Jennie” Sees Light. 


Now comes Jennie, ** Major’s”’ beauti- 
ful wife. She had Rose for a mother and 
was born Feb. 10, 1889, still in the winter 
quarters at Ann and Randolph streets. 
** Rose” gave birth to two helps. Having 
a bitter recollection of how Major's’ 
little brother was treated by his mamma Mr. 
Grenier took no chances with Rose’s”’ 
babies, fearing the licking process would soon 
end their tiny lives. So, ag soon as the little 
ones were born, they were gingerly taken 
from Rose, not, however, before she had 
dazed the little ones by the ardor with which 
she started in to lick them, ese two were 
sent to Mr, Grenier’s home to join Major,“ 
the healthy youngster sent there just before, 
to save him from his mother, Belle.“ 

„Jennie“ was the name given the girl baby 
lion and ‘Prince Jr.” was given the boy. 
* Prince Sr., the father of all these babies, 
was sold soon after to French’s circus with 
„Rose, while Belle“ was dis d of to 
Adam Forepaugh. “ Prince Jr.,“ however, 
“Jennie’s” little brother, did not get along 


well and died soon after he commenced to be 


accustomed to the bottle, This left Major” 
and Jennie to romp and play with little 
Frank Raymond, Mr. Grenier’s nephew, who 
was raised by Mrs. Grenier as a comrade to 
the baby lions. 

The accompanying picture of the baby lions 
and the baby boy is from a photograph of the 
three soon after they got to be good friends. 
“Prince Jr."’ died soon after this was taken. 
In this picture“ Major ” is sitting upright at 
the left of his littie boy playmate and bottle 
partner, While Jennie ig crouched at his 
right. *‘ Prince Jr.,“ the little fellow who did 
not live long, is in the middle. In the other 
picture are shown Keeper Cy De Vry and the 
latest babies born to Major and Jennie 
in Lincoln Park. Mr. De Vry hopes soon, by 
the way, to hold another pair on his knees. 

Mr. Grenier sold“ Major” and “ Jenrie”’ 
to the Lincoln Park Commissioners. He gave 
them, along with the hons;a sacred cow, an 
African porcupine, and amacaw. But the 
man who raised the two beautiful lions did 
not give them up until they were too big and 
too aggressive to be kept any longer about 
the house. Their romping with little Frank 
grew to be positive fights at times and many 
a time the little fellow was roughly handled: 
by his two playmates, Mr. Grenier tells 
— the home life of the lions and the boy

The speakers who will address the Central 
Music Hall audience and the overflow meet- 

ings will explain what these individuals have 
done in their Aldermanic capacity, how the 
interests of citizens are affected thereby, and 
what shall be done to punish corrupt Alder- 
men and put a stopto future bargain: and 
sales. Probably the whole subject of the 
granting of franchises by the Council will be

It is essential that those who are disgusted 
with the shameless acts of the Council should 
turn out this afternoon and unite in an indig- 
nant protest. It matters little that people be- 
lieve in honesty and decency if they will not 
take the trouble to say so publicly. If they 
remain at home because the weather is bad or 
because it is Sunday and they thiuk it is 
wrong to go to a public hall in theafternoon 
to hear dishoneaty denounced and to unite in 
passing resolutions denouncing it, while it is 
all right to go to a church in the morning and 
hear dishonesty abused in the abstract, they 
will stay away and the size and weight of the 
meeting will be lessened. 

Ifthe demonstration is a great one the 
boodle Aldermen will feel that it will not be 
safe for them to put through the third ordi- 
nance giving away the valuable right to es- 
tablish a high-pressure water plant in the 
business district. The Mayor, if he has any 
thought of eompromising with the supporters 
uf these measures, will abanden it, The Leg- 
islature will see that the people of Chicago are 
in earnest in their demand for the passage of 
reform bills now before it. It will see 
also that there is great need af an immediate 

investigation, and will appoint a committee 
for that purpose. But if the people seem 
cold and indifferent the Legislature will aot 
feel called on to do anything. It will say that 
Chicagoans do not want reform and have as 
good Aldermen as they deserve, and the Al- 
dermen themselves, feeling reassyrea, will 
pass some more ordinances forthwith as 
vicious as those put througlf under whip and 
spur last Monday. 


BAD FEATURES OF THE COSMOPOLITAN 
ORDINANCE. 

If the electric light, telephone, and tele- 
graph ordinance passed Monday night for 
the alleged benefit of a mythical Cosmopoli- 
tan company had been introduced in the 
Council regularly, had been considered by a 
committee, discussed by the Council, and re- 
ceived the unanimous vote of the Aidermen 
after it had been shown that the franchise 
was asked for by men of standing in the com- 
munity, the ordinance would still be a most 
vicious one, because it would be the surrender 
by the city of a wise policy which it has ad- 
hered to for years. 

When the city began putting up electric 
light plants to light the streets it put ite wires 
under ground. It has forced all others to do 
the same thing, so that with the exception of 
the trolley wires electricity is not conveyed 
above ground for any purpore within the old 
city limits, and it will not be long before al! 
wires used for any purpcse will be put under- 
ground within those limits. 

Yet by the ordinance passed Monday who- 
ever has bought or may buy the rights grant- 
ed by this boodie measure is empowered 
clearly and definitely to Fring overhead elec- 
tric light wires in the territory between North 
avenue and Fullerton avenue, between Wells 
street and Western avenue in one portion of 
the city and between Ashland and Western 
avenues in another, and also in extensive 
stretches of territory south of Sixteenth and 
west of Armour and south of Thirty-first and 
east of Armour, 

Through all this vast aistrict, much of it 
very well built up, the company cad run its 
wires above ground, putting them on poles or 
k it can secure the consent of owners of 
buildings it can run its wires over them, and 
in that event is given permissionto cross 
streets and alleys. No other company can do 
this, As the cost of putting wires under. 
ground is much heavier than thatof putting 
them on poles, it is apparent that the Alder. 
men must have had the greatest affection for 
the beneficiaries of this ordinance. 

But by giving them a valuable privilege they 
neutralize a great deal of the work which has 
been done by the city during the last ten years 
in getting tid of the manifold dangers of 
overhead wires, which are never more dan- 
gerous than when run oter buildings. They 
interfere seriously with the work of firemen 

and imperil their lives. They increase fire

underwriters, whenever they see any attempt 
made to work under this ordinance, to in- 
crease the in the territory menaced by 
wires.

There are other bad points, some of them 
doubtiess designedly put in the ordinance for 
trading purposes. That is, they “were put 
there with the hope that the Mayor would 
agree to sign the measure if amendments re- 
moving these objectionable features were ac- 
cepted by the Aldermen. But the great ob- 
jection apart from the fraudulent manner of 
the passage of the measure is this partial aban- 
donment of the principle of no overhead 
wires, j 

Therefore Aldermen who may vote to pass 
this measure over the Mayor’s veto—for it is 
im possible to believe that he will do other- 
wise than veto it unconditionally without any 
** ifs “will put themselves on record as yot- 
ing for an ordinance which if honestly intro- 
duced and honestly passed wuld de incur- 
ably vicious because of its reversal of the pol- 
icy of the city on the subject of overhead elco- 
trie light wires. But there is no honesty to 
this ordinance. An Alderman who ‘votes to 
pass it over a veto votes fora measure reek- 
ing with corruption and the support of which, 
after all that has been said during the last 
week, will show that he does not care whether 
his fellow.citizens think he is a thief or an 
honest.man,

It is a cheering feature of the New Woman 
movement that the athletic girl is coming to 
the front in a prompt and sprightly manner. 


For a long time she has been the attractive 


heroine of fiction; now she is the equally at- 
tractive heroine of fact. Hitherto it has been 
the English girl who has been held up as the 
model for the American girl to follow in all 
departments of physical culture; now the 
American girl is fast demonstrating her 
physical superiority over her red-cheeked 
English cousin. An English magazine writer 
truthfully says: 

Outdoor life, delight in action, the spirit of 
sport, have taken hold of American womanhood. 
Girls of strong, active physique, erect carriage 
and energetic spirit, delighting in tennis, riding, 
boating, walking. are now the rule. The feeble 
indoor do-nothing is the exception, and the re- 
sult is a tall, vigorous race with free steps and 
cheeks aglow with the ruddy color of physical 
health and energy. Walk along the avenues of 
New York, Boston, Chicago, or any large city at 
the fashionable hours and the procession of 
bright, animated girlhood which passes before 
one’s eyes gives ample proof of summer activity in 
the country and eity work in gymnasium and 
riding school. 

That the American girl is making rapid 
strides in the direction of a higher degrea of 
physical perfection is shown by the work go- 
ing on in the gymnasiums of schools and col- 
leges devoted to her education and in the out- 
side clubs organized for athletic purposes. 
Every form of athletic culture is now enthu- 
siastically practiced by young women, They 
are riding with the hounds, they are on the 
tennis courts, they are fencing and bowling. 


| They are riding horseback and bicycles, they 


are rowing boats and sailing yachta, and they 
are the admiring patrons of dog kennels and 
horse shows, They have notinvaded the prize 
ring because they are not brutes. Very few 
of them have organized with ball clubs or 
football teams, for there is a point where 
womanly dignity must stop, though one ol 
the leading agitators for female physical cult- 
ure in England is a zealous advocate of foot- 
ball as a ladylike accomplishment. 

All admirers of gracious, attractive, robust 
womanhood will rejoice that the hathouse 
camellias at last are in process of being re- 
placed by vigorous outdoor ruses. The day 
has gone by, let us hope forever, when a 
school, or academy, or university education 
of the American girl meant a smattering of 
the classics and modern languages, maltreat- 
ment of the piano, some Delsarte foolishuess 
of deportment, and the cultivation of friils 
to fit them for. drawing-rooms, the outcome 
being an artificial, languid, flaccid, pale-faced 
creature entirely out of place anywhere out- 
side of the society hothouse. Another creature 
has taken ner place, She has as good an 
education as the girl of the old times and 
she has besides this the boon of health and 
strength adding to her sweet wholesomeneas. 
The Philadelphia Press, discussing this sub- 
ject, saya: “Any one conversant with the 
modern female school and college knows that 
one of the best equipped and best patronized 
of their departments is the gymnasium, and 
that the result is a race of strong, graceful 
girls, who are as far ahead of their counter- 
parte of a generation ago as the American 
college athlete of today is ahead of his dys- 
peptic predecessor of 1860,” In all this 
there is great hope for the New Woman. 
The girls of today are likely to become the 
New Women of the new century. If they 
expect to hold their own on terms of any- 
thing like equality with men a high degree of 
physical health and strength will be one of 
their chief requisites. But whether they do 
or not physical culture will not be a draw. 
back. Clear heads, sound lungs, strong 
limbs, and forms after the Venus de Milo 
order will add to their attractiveness as well 
as to their happiness. As it is prabable popu- 
lating the earth never will go out of fashion 
it will be a gain all round if the coming gen- 
erations are not handicapped in the race by 
the physical misfortune of heredity. | 


LIVING FOR A CENTURY. 
According to an eminent scientist, Sir Ben- 
jamin W. Richarason, M. D., there is no just 
cause why there should not be people who, if 
they cannot quite vie with Methuselah in re- 
gard to longevity, at least can live until they 
have passed the eleventh or twelfth decade, and 


even then leave their sorrowing friends with 


the bloom of youth still fresh upon their feat- 
ures, contrasting strangely with their grave- 
yard surroundings. He advances the sur- 
prising doctrine that most people die for 
quite inadequate reasons and with quite un- 
necessary promptitude. He says we could 
easily acquire the art both of living longer 
than we do and of gettmg more physical en- 
joyment out of our lives, Putting aside all 
the accidental chances of death, nature in- 
tends us to live about five times the period 
we take in reaching maturity, and the normal 
standard of life ought to be about 110 years. 
A centenarian need not descend to second 
childhood. With due regard to natural laws 
a man of average constitution may expect to 
interview his 100th birthday, if not in a con- 
dition of frisky youthfulness, yet with a re- 
spectable capacity bath for work and enjoy- 
mont. Most certainly the world at present 
does contain a sur number of men who 
at extreme age yet continue to ‘the full 
volume of life, Nature does ¥ take the 
business world. all ins 
affairs.

ed Scotch professor we must avoid ' pessim- 
ism) aad all such deviltry.“ With the English 
physician we must make the cultivation of 
a serene chéerfulness” a fine art. And 
with the Prussian athlete we must extract 
all the virtue that slumbers in a simple diet, 
tho habit of ‘* scientific” breathing, and 
artistic dumb-bell exercise. Some impatient 
pedple will probably declare that to button 
up life in strict rules after this fashion for the 
mere sake of prolonging its term is too great 
a price to pay even for the luxury of being 
an athlete or a centenarian, and no doubt 
there is something to be said for this view 
of things. On the other hand it cannot be 
doubted that a little rational attention to the 
conditions of healthful existence would 
enormously increase the sum total of the 
world’s happiness and multipiy the chances 
of vigorous and enduring existence for every- 
body. na 


GET AN AMNESTY BEFORE MARRIAGE, 

A Judge of the New York Supreme Court 
hag recently granted a divorce to a wife on 
grounds which have the merit of novelty at 
least. The parties had been married for 
some years and had lived. together as peece- 
fully as do most couples, but finally it came 
to the wife’s knowledge that prior to their 
marriage the husband bad run a pool-room, 
which is a crime under the penal code of the 
State. He had never been convicted, but he 
had made himself amenable to punishment, 
With this knowledge the serpent entered this 
domestic Eden, and it was not long before the 
wife asked for a divorceon the ground of 
frqud and it was granted her, 

The Judge says: “ Plaintiff at the time of 
the marriage believed defendant to be a good 
man, whereas in point of fact he had kept a 
pdol-room, and was to that extent a man of 
criminal propensities,” and he adds: Justice 
and right seem to réquire the separation of 
these two lives so wrongly and unfortunately 
united. 

Tho probabilities are that if the defendant 
had told the plaintiff prior to their marriage 
that he had been a great sinner before he 
found a hope of heaven in her eyes, and that 
he had been a pirate or had sunk into the 
abyasea of crime and kept a pool- room. she 
would have forgiven him and gone on making 
her wedding gown. And having forgiven 
him abe could not, after love's young dream 
had flown, sue for a divorce on account of 
ante-nuptial offenses. But the hut band failed 
to tell the whole truth and get an absolution 
and now he is suffering the consequences. 

Ia some States the conviction for felony 
béfore marriage of either of the parties, that 
fact being unknown at the time to the other, 
is sufficient cause for a divorce. But ff is held 
every where that there must have been a con- 
victior. Nothing else fills the bill. The New 
York Judge bas gone a step farther, and has 
assumed that the husband ought to have been 
cednvicted, and hence the wife is entitled te a 
divorce. 

Or it may be that he takes the ground that 
marriage is purely a contract and that fraud 
and false pretenses of any kind vitiate it. If 
a man agrees to buy a horse which is war. 
ranted free from vice and with perfect eye. 
sight, and then he discovers it ig blind and 
kicks, the contract isa nullity. So if a man 
deceives a woman into marriage by de- 
scribing himself as amiable and tender while 
he is far from being so, the contract is iavalid 
ahd a divorce ought to be decreed. 

According to the J udge’s reason ing if a man 
who is not a total abstainer wins the hand and 
heart of a fair young Prohibitionist by telling 
her that he has never touched adropof liquor, 
abstinence being in her opinion the distin- 
guishing mark of a good man, when the wife 
discovers that he has looked upon the brandy 
when it was red and the rum when it was 
white she ought to have a divorce. , Ifa gold 
monometallist, keepmg that terrible fact 
hiddeu, should become the husband of some 
sweet, free-silver, Rocky Mountain maid who 
has been taught to believe that a man who 
favors the gold standard is a sort of a combi.

AT LAST A GAME LAW. 

As a result of the great interest taken this 
year in proposed game legislation a bill 
finally has been framed which in the main 
appears to be satisfactory, This bill, which 
is intended to take the place of others pre- 
viously submitted, has gone to the committee 
of both Houses, and if the present 
statute is to be changed in any way the 
measure now introduced should becomea law. 
The State Game Warden, who was criticised 
sharply for his advocacy of the first measure 
introduced, bas done much to remove all 
cause for criticiam by the changes which, 
with his sanction, have been made. The fact 
that the game is so rapidiy disappearing 
should in itself be ample reason for no open- 
ing in the lines of protection. The game sup. 
ply of any State is of great value 
from an economic point of view as 
a food supply, to say nothing of 
the healthful recreation which its pvr- 
suit within proper limits of time and 
season affords to all classes of people. The 
benefit of insectivorous birds to the agricult- 
ural interests amounts for the whole country 
to millions of dollars annually. It wouid 
seem that this fact alone, proven as it has 
been by scientists, should secure for the birds 
an ample protection. The fact remains, how- 
ever, that hundreds of thousands of them are 
killed annually for the milliners or by small 
boys and grown-up brutes, who shoot robins, 
bluebirds, orioles, and other feathered friends 
of the farmer solely for the sake of killing, 
The game bill just iutroduced, and which is 
known as a compromise measure, gives pro- 
tection to the insectivorous birds save that 
ihe “having in possession” clause should 
read for any purpose instead of for sale 
or for the purposes of sale.“ 

The bill shortens the season for the legal 
gale of game in Illinois by fifteen days. It 
extends the open season on prairie chickens 
and other game birds with the exception of 
quail for a period of six weeks. Thisisa 
step backward, but there are compensating 
sections. Snipe, plover, and the wading birds 
are for the first time in Illinois game legisla- 
tion given protection, during the period 
from April 15 to Sept. 1, which covers the 
breeding season. 

One provision of the law makes the pay- 
ment of a license fee of $20 necessary by the 
person who wishes to collect birds for scien- 
tific purposes. Boy coilectors who kill every- 
thing in sight and rob every nest upon which 
they can lay their hands have been one of the 
chief causes of the rapid diminution of our 
useful birds. When arrested they have 
pleaded “science” for their excuse. The 
license fee will shut them out of the field, 
while the man who collects for purposes of 
study that the birds ultimately may be bene- 
fited will have his researches sanctioned by 
law. It would be better still if a nominal 
license only were required and the collector 
had to get authority for his work from two 
scientific institutions of standing, 

The present Game Warden, Mr. Blow, has 
in many respects been a most efficient officer 
and has done much [or the protection of song 
birds. The section covering the duties of 
Game Wardens in the new bill gives him and 
his assistants every opportunity for the en- 
forcement of the laws. It should pass, with 
one or two amendments if possible, but if 
they cannot be made without endangering the 
whole measure it should go as a great im- 
provement over anything else introduced 
this season. The only thing that sportsmen 
ask is that in the enforcement of the game 
laws the watching of the city markets be not 
neglected. 


DEMOCRATIC SILVER MONOMETALLISM. 

The free silver monometallista who are 
leaders in the Democratic party have issued 
their manifesto, raising the standard for free 
silver as the one essential issue in the Presi- 
dential campaign of 1896. They claim to 
believe that a large majority of the Demo- 
cratic party favors the free and unlimited 
coinage of ubout 47 cents’ worth of silver into 
a doliar, and that it is within the power of 
such majority to take charge of the party or- 
ganization for the eecuring of free silver. 
They urge all Democrats who favor thia view 
to band together to impress it upon the party 
organization. 

It is not impossible that these fellows are 
correct in entertaining the idea that the 
money question will be the paramount issue 
in 1896, and will so remain until it is settled 


by the intelligence and patriotiam of the 


American voters, but they are widely in the 
wrong, and probably with design to be so for 
the misleading of the people in their main 
contention. They assert a belief that the 
Democratic majority which favors bimetal- 
lism ** realizes that it can only be secured by 
the restoration of the free and unlimited coin- 
age of gold and silver at the ratio of 16 to 1. 
The manifesto does not state in express terms 
that the leaders ‘‘ realize this, but undoubt- 
edly they wish to be so understood, as other- 
wise there would be no excuse for the issue of 
their appeal, 

There can be no question, however it may 
be with the less intelligent rank and file of 
the party, that the leaders who have put forth 
this document know the free coinage of silver 
on the theory that 16 ounces of that meta! 
are equal in value to a single ounce of gold, 
would lead not to bimetallism, but to silver 
monometallism, They know that if the sil- 
ver miners were allowed to have all the silver 
they choose to produce coined for them at the 
rate of 37114 grains to the dollar piece, those 
silver coins would become the money of ylti- 
mate redemption. They count on this, and 
some of their number have stated with more 
or less distinctness that the change they ad vo- 
cate would cause a doubling of prices, which 
no more could occur without a halving 
of the value of the currency unit than 
the size of a farm could be doubled by a law 
enacting that hereafter 2,420 square yards, 
instead of 4,840 as now, shall be the contents 
oPan acre of ground. They are counting on 
the silver dollars circulating only at their 
bullion value, the samé as do the silver dollars 
of Mexico, two of which now can be obtained 
in exchange for one United Stateg dollar.

THRER more distinguished names are to be 
added to the necrology of 1895. The ven- 
erable John Stuart Blackie, one of the most 
eminent Greek and Latin scholars of the 
world, died in London yesterday morning. 
For nearly fifty years he had held chairs of 
classical literature in Marischal College and 
the University of Edinburg, but since 1882 
had devoted himself to general literature, 
with special reference to Scotland, Germany, 
and Greece, Great Britain has recently lost 
two great scholars, Prof. Jomet, who died 
last year, and now Prof. Blackie. Both lived 
toa good old age, both had accomplished 
their life work, and both reflected the highest 
credit upon British scholarship. On the same 
day there passed away at San Remo the Grand 
Duke Alexis, brother of the late Czar, 
about whom little is known and that littie 
not much to his credit, It will be remem- 
bered, perhaps, that he was in Chicago in 
1872, and that some time later he was in a 
scandal of some sort, which ted to his virtual 
exile from court. On the same day also 
passed away Ismail Pasha, ex-Khedive of 
Egypt, who will be principally remembered 
for his brutal cruelty to the fellaheen, for his 
great extravagance, and for his saddlma his 
country with a debt which stil! burdens it, 
and which keeps its people at the mercy of 
foreign bondholders, Compared with this 
useless Russian Grand Duke and this worse 
than useless Egyptian Viceroy, the plaia old 
Scotchman with his simple title presents a 
life’s career that all the world honors. His 
work will live after him long after these two 
titled nobodies are forgotten. 


Tue attempt of some of the supporters of 
the railroad pooling bill to sneak their meas- 
ure through Congress shows their desperation 
and their unscrupulousness.

The massacre of the garrison, together 
with the women and children, occurred at 
about the foot of Eighteenth street, where 
Mr, Pullman has erected the bronze statue 
representing Black Partridge saving the life 
of Mrs. Heim. Winamac was present at the 
massacre and endeavored to save the life of 
Capt. Wells, but failed in this. About twenty 
of the garrison escaped, making their way to 
what was then Known as the * Oakwoods,” 
the fret cover outside the fort, which is about 
the site of the proposed structure. Winamac 
returned from the massacre and went imme- 
diately to the house of John Kinzie for the 
purpose of protecting him ana his family 
against any Indians who might be inclined to 
do them harm, fearing that, although the In- 
dans were friendly to Mr. Kinzie and his 
family, some of the young bucks, having 
started upon the warpath, might not be easily 
controlled. The name Winamac therefore is 
of historical significance.

GREATER NET DECLINE IN WHEAT. 


Early Liverpool Cables Were Disappoint- 
ing and Were the Cause of Some Press- 
ure to SelleTrade Was Light and Nar- 
roweLack of Cash Basiness Continues 
to Be a Depressing Factor Core Fol- 
lowed Wheat Closely in ita Fiuctua- 
tious=Street Market Quotations. 

Wheat prices suffered yesterday in the cus- 
tomary Saturday dullness. The only 
activity developed was along toward 

latter pert of the session, when 
the market was at the low notch of 
the day. The crowd went home long Friday 
night and sold yesterday morning on the in- 
different cables and the moderate exports 


shown by Bradstreet’s for eight days. The 


State reports on winter wheat were of such 
character as to cause an easy feeling. The 
lack of actual cash demand in view of the 
heavy local stocks continues to be the de. 
pressing factor. The weekly calls sold at 
54054 %o have exerted an influence on the 
market during the last two days. In view of 
the bullish foreign news of recent date a sharp 
advance in foreign markets was expected in 
sympathy with the upturn here. Early cables 
showed but little change, however, and a 
private cable to a prominent shipper said 
that lower prices were looked for in Liverpool, 
influenced by large arrivals, unless the reported 
damage to French crops is confirmed. Public 
advices closed spot wheat firm and in poor de- 
mand with quotations unchanged. Futures were 
Kid higher in some cases, but generally un- 
changed. Clearances were liberal at 303,000 bu 
as against primary point receipts of 201,000 bu 
and shipments of 72,000 bu. Farmers’ deliveries 
in Great Britain were 71,700 qrs as compared 
with 61.800 qre the previous week. with no 
change in quotations. Northwestern receipts 
were 302 cars as against 882 the same day last 
year. A Minneapolis man wired that while the 
receipts at Minneapolis and Daluth may be large 
for ten days all the wheat is out of the principal 
elevators in Dakota. Estimates on the visible 
supply decrease next Monday vary widely. They 
run as high as 1,800,000 bu here, but 
a much smaller decrease is looked for in 
New York.

WANT HIGHER RATES, 


Bankers Are Looking for a Firmer Money 
Market. 

The strength which the New York money 
market has been showing within the last few 
days has led some of the local bankers ques- 
tioning as to whether or not they will be war- 
ranted in attempting to advance rates here. 
The situation in New York probably reflects 
only a temporary tightening caused. by the 
operations jn connection with the government 
bond sale. Money is now being paid in by 
American subscribers for the government 
bonds, and that has for the moment made 
the unusual demand. The New York bank 
statement yesterday, however, did not reflect 
any conditions which would warrant a general 
advance in rates. In the local situation the 
demand continues to show some improve- 
ment. Country bankers are drawing down 
their balances and in some cases are raising 
their loans. A good many banks report that they 
are now well loaned up to the legal limit. But 
that is by no means a general rule. A strength- 
ening of the local money market does not seem 
improbable, but it is hardiy likely that any 
marked advance could be maintained,

But the fact remains that a majority 
of the dressers of Gotham tend to extremes, 
and it is natural thet they should when it is 
recalled that their sartorial tips are obtained 
from London, where men dress up to the very 
height of fashion. 

It has beena question with many of the 
leading tailors of Boston and Philadelphia, 
in the East, and of Chicago, Cincinnati, St. 
Louis, and San Francisco, in the West, why 
New York, getting its suggestions from Lon- 
don, should set the gait for men's fashions in 
the United States. The question has been 
agitated in several tailors’ national 
conventions, and the discussion has 
been kept up by correspondence and 
by personal contact. While no official action 
has been taken there is a tacit understanding 
that there ought to be some United States 
fashions, It is not understood that this tacit 
agreement means any warfare on New York, 
for some of the suggestions following are 
from New York tailors who think the time 
has come for the United States to have its 
own styles.¢ 

A Chicago man has been at some pains to 
consult with authorities on men’s dress in 
this city and elsewhere, and has careful- 
ly noted down their various opin- 
ions, from which he has made some 
deductions which have been accepted 
by those whom he consulted, and a Chicago 
fashion plate will soon be placed before the 
country for the edification of men who are 
particular to dress properly without making 
themselves conspicuous.

The exhibition is not, however, without its 
original Grolier. It has one example, and a 
famous one, from the old book-lover's cellec- 
tion, which originally comprised about 3,000 
volumes.

a book with as curious an interest almost as 
that which surrounds the Gutenburg Bible. 
It consists of a collection of love poems in 
the beautiful chirography of Nicholas Jarry, 
and wus presented by M. de Montausier to 
Mile. de Rambouillet as a New Year’s gift in 
1633. So important an influence has 
style of Le Gascon exerted over all his suc- 
cessors that it may be well to transcribe what 
Mr. Joseph Cundall says of it in his book 
„On Bookbindings Ancient and Modern. 
“He took fanfare 
the basis of his designs,” , 
Cundall, “but improved on by, 
the delicacy of his tools and the ingenuity of 
his arrangement. He began with a small 
number of dotted tools, foliage, and the so- 
called seventeenth century tools; but as he 
progressed in originality he made moré and 
more use ef gold dottings, and in his best 
work these form a predominant ground on 
which the other patterns are shown up with 
marvelous effect. Tire gece wae the part 
of his work in phich Gascon excelled; 
this was always beautiful, the letters and or- 
‘namente being peculiarly neat and fine. He 
generally chose a dull red :norocco of a pecul- 
iar tint,’ 

Besides the Duke of Orleans, Le Gascon 
had many other distinguished patrons, among 
them being the great Cardinal Mazarin, Louis 
XIII., and Anne of Austria. One example 
each from the libraries of Louis and Anne will 
be found in the present exhibition, but the 
binding made for uis XIII. is more in the 
manner of Clovis Eve, and may be almost 
definitely assigned to that artist. It is a 
quarto volume in red morocco, decorated 
with a gemis of alternating fleur delys and 
crowned initial La, with the arms of the King 
in the center of the covers, all in gold, the 
back likewise e with fleur de lys 
and crowned initials. 

The volume from Anne of Austria’s colles- 
tion is not in Le Gascon’s most characteristic 
manner, but that it ie not by him who can 
say? The decoration is a crown and girdle

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T WOULD be unjust: to form an esti- 
mate of Mr. H. Beerbohm Tree's abil- 
ity as an actor by seeing him in one 
role. At the present writing one has 
seer him in three impersonations— 
Gringoire, Demetrius, and Sir Philip Marchant’ 
—and it is difficult to say which shows him to 
the best advantage. It is impossible to rec- 
ommend any single partas showing him at 
the height of achievement, as Louis XI. shows 
Henry Irving and the part of tne old potter in 
“The Middleman” shows Mr. Willard. 
Not in his power as an actor, buf in 


bis skill as an artist is Mr. Tree 
admirable, and the extent of this skill can 
hardly be appreciated from its exercise in a 
particular play. It is wrong to say that Mr. 
Tree is merely what is meant by a *“‘ charac. 
ter’ actor—one who can merge his identity 
beyond recognition in a particular assump- 
tion, as does Herr Possart, who may be said 
to represent the German school. Mr. Tree is 
perhaps the best English  expoaent 
of this idea of  self-obliteration in 
acting. According to Mohammedan 
theology, by the way, it will go uncommon. 
ly hard atthe day of judgment with those 
artists who donot find souls for their crea- 
tions. It ia fortunate for Mr. Tree that he is 
nota Turk. If his graphic faculty of outer 
characterization marked the limit of this 
actor’s power then hia Demetrius, the red- 
lobster-faced official in The Red Lamp,” 
would be the best of the three portrayals here 
mentioned. On the opening night, however, 
when he enactefl Demetrius he also played 
the halt-starved poet Gringoire, and in the 
latter role, which was poetical and romantic, 
instead of being realistic like Demetrius, one 
found the higher charm.

Truly Mr. Tree is something more than a

reached his present eminence—else he would 
never have fascinated one in parts like Grin- 
goire and Sir Philip Marchant, There are 
two or three stock actors in this country who 
could parallel Mr. Tree in the old Russian 
spy of The Red Lamp”; but one recalls 
none who could lift .A. to such a plane 
of ideality, or who could so concentrate in- 
terest on the swindler of A Bunch of Vio- 
lets that one completely forgot the absurd.. 
ities of that trashy melodrama, 

One must look for some higher gift in Mr. 
Tree’s composition than the superficial fac- 
ulty of self-disguise to account for his suc- 
cess; for itis evident, alnfost from the first 
moment he steps on the 6 that he is defi- 
cient in the most essential attribite of a 
great actor—sensibility. Mr. Tree is more 
impoverished in point of temperament than 
any actor who ever reached an equal distinc. 
tion in the profession. Americans, like 
their English cousins, have the tradi. 
tion of great temperamental actors; 
our Booths, „ and Cushmans, 
like their Bettertons, Keans, and Garricks, 
were actors of sensibility = Bs thrilled the 
passive souls of their auditors.

Coquelin played the part, He is matter-of- 
fact; he has not the imaginative faculty ; he is 
the best trained low comedian in the world, 
with emphasis on the word low.“ No one 
could equal him in playing the valets of 
Molitre, but it was a different matter to play 
the part of a poet. So he made Gringoire com- 
ical, especially in the voracity of his appetite, 
as if the idea of hunger should be associated 
with comedy. Mr. Tree, like the artist he is, 
portrays the idea, not the fact; not the rags , 
and the hunger in themselves, but the signif-

Rafael Joseffy was received upon his appear- 


ance in concert in last we@k’s orchestra pro- 


gram in a manner that clearly proved his ab- 
sence had served to increage rather than di- 
minish his hold upon the public, Brahms’ 
Concerto No. 2. in B flat, i a work difficult 
of comprehension, but the performance of 
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Mr. Joseffy aroused immediate and unusual 
enthusiasm. ‘The two first movements dis- 
tinguished through virtuosity, the charm of 
musical temperament, and taste in phrasing, 
were not equal to the pianigt’s attainments in 
the succeeding andante and Allegretto gra- 
zioso. If the first two movements lacked the 
virility and passion to make them unreserved- 
ly convincing, the latter were given a thorough- 
ly beautiful performance. The poetry which 
marks the andante was reflected in ad- 
mirable spirit, and the allegro, in 
delicacy, taste, and polish, proved perfection. 
The sympathy between pianist, conductor, 
and orchestra, preéminently necessary in this 
later concerto of Brahms through the man- 
ner of its writing, was notable. Franz 
Lachner’s Introduction and Fugue in D 
minor, op. 118; 4 Hornpipe, Larghetto, and 
Allegro Molto were the oréhestral numbers 
preceding the concerto. Schumann’s Sym- 
phony No. 2 in C constituted the second half 
of the program. This week a marked con- 
trast will be offered in the predominance of 
Wagner in the program, oné well arranged as 
ending to a brilliant season. Whether Mr.

OPERA SEASON TO BEGIN NEXT WEEK. 


„ Falstafr“ Chief Among the Musical Nov- 
elties to Be Presented. 


The opera season opens at the Auditorium 
one week from tomorrow evening. Les 
Huguenots,” Otello, “Manon,” Fal- 
staff,“ and Alda aré announced for the 
first. five performances in the order given. At 
the Saturday matinée Otello“ will be re. 
peated and in the evening an extra presenta- 
tion given for which the work is not yet an- 
nounced. 

Verdi’s Falstaff will be the chief point 
of interest among the novelties, This work 
is sald to awaken admiration from adherent- 
of both German and Italian schools. The 
libretto is by Arrigo Boito. Of it Mackenzie 
has said that it has perhaps 
book ever presented to a composer. Portions 
of Henry IV.“ and “The Merry Wives of 
Windsor” have been selected to make the 
text. It is said the composer laughed heartily 
as he penned the music, Falstaff 
was composed in Verdi's Sist ear, 
but he had turned over the subject 
for several years before, however, in 
his walks around his Parmesan Farm. 
In those walks he is mentioned to have med- 
itated fully upon the jovial, full-fed, material 
and shrewd Falstaffian character, which he 
regarded as a typically Anglo-Saxon one. 
Not until his conclusions were reached did he 


toueh pen to paper. Aside from the ad van- 
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tage of an eminent librettist Verdi possesses 
two points which should make this new op- 
era a model in its way: Thorough knowledge 
of Shakspeare optimistic 
view of life which comes of material 
as well as less tangible honors. Two 
years were empioyed in the composition of 
the work, of which Boito completed the 
libretto in 1890. It was a quarter of a cent- 
ury from his first desire until the final accom- 
plishment that Verdi was enabled to write a 
comic opera. Nicolai’s Merry Wives of 
Windsor was brought out at Paris by Caral- 
ho in 1866. While this opera was playing 
Verdi offered to compose a comic opera. His 
roposition was met with an evasive answer. 
His tragic works were, according to the com- 
poser, what the world wanted. There is at- 
tributed to him a feeling of regret tinged 
with bitterness on this subject, When he 
wrote solely as he desired Falstaff was

Doleful Picture of Oppression. 


The relations of Cuba and the Cubans to 
x pee are the relations of a slave to a cruel, a 
blood-thirsty, and avaricious master. The 

ulation of the island was estimated in 

890 at 1,631,687, of whom the whites con- 
stituted 65 per cent, so that there are approx- 
„000 Cubans in Cuba of white 
and half caste blood. Thirty-five per cent of 
these can read and write. Havana has a pop- 
ulation of about 200,000, Matanzas, the 
next largest city, about 90,000, and Santiago 
de Cuba, capital of the province in which 
the current rebellion is up, about 75.000. 
The army in time of pedce is limited to 
20,000 men and the militia is thrice that 
num ber. 
army and, indeed, also in the civil govern-

Such small measure of self government as 
is allowed to the native Cubans is of recent 
origin.

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MONUMENT IN HAVANA TO STUDENTS ‘KILLED IN REBELLION. 


They are the back bone of the Cuban Revolu- 


tionary party which was organized in April, 
1892, by José Marti and other exiles. Gon- 
zales de Quezada of New York was the first 
Secretary and Benjamin Guerra Treasurer. 
The Spanish Government admitted the im- 
portance of the movement when, in the be- 
ginn.ng of 1803, it carried a law through the 


courts granting the franchise to every adult 


Cuban male paying a poll tax of five pesos (a 
peso is 97 cents). This was intended as a 


econeession to the Autonomist, a home rule 


party in Cuba, to allay its disquiet. The 
Autonomists at first refused to accept it, but 
their leaders were practically compelled to 
accept it, and the party took part in the elec- 
tions. The ‘result was disappointing. The 
new franchise, if it was intended to give a 
share in government to the Autonomists, was 
Wholly nullified. Official corruption, intimi- 
dation, and falsification of the returns con- 
Spired toretain the Spanish element where 
they had always been and still are—namely: 
in possession of all the offices and in control 
of all the revenues. 

Then the revolution of 1893 straightway 
began. Spanish agents in the Central and 
North American Continents had no trouble 
in discovering certain signs of extraordinary

The Spanish ‘(Government renewed its watch- 
fulness and increased its military forces on 
the island, Warning was sent to our govern- 
ment from the Spanish Legation, in pur- 
suance of which preparations were made to 
patrol the Florida coast in order to prevent

The revolationary leaders in the United 
States openly proclaimed their ability to give 
efficient money support, besides sending 
arms and men sufficient to insure the success 
of a rebellion if the patriots in Cuba would 
arise together and ata signal given by their 
brethren in-this country. ‘They. were, there- 
fore, taken wholly by surprise when it was 
announi Gen. Manuel Sartorius and his 
brother Ricardo had collected a band in the 
Province of.Santiago de Cuba and proclaimed 
the. revolution. The exiles, as first sur- 
mised, judged from. experience by previous 
revolts that the government had actually 
provoked a premature uprising by instigat- 


ing the Provincial Governors to persecute the 


Sartorius brothers and their followers into 
rebellion; That is an old trick of tyrannical 
veruments in Cuba and elsewhere. 
it turned out that the revolution was 
only the hasty act of a few individuals. 
The brothers Sartorius had set out from the 
2 of Puernio, near Holquin, April 24, 
and there issued their pronunciamento. Their 
followers numbered twenty, but as they 
marched on toward the north coast the band 
swelled to 300. Other bands took up arms ir 
various places, but without the concerted plan 
which Cubans in America had wisely 
med essential. Therefore the Autonomist 
— passed resolutions condemning the out- 
and offering the party’s moral support 
to the government. The Cuban Senators and 
Deputies in Madrid formally expressed their 
disapproval of the revolt to the Miaister of 
the Colonies... . ...

Thereafter the end came speedily. April 
the Spanish Captain-General called a 
council of war and sent troop to the rebellious 
districts; besides two war vessels to guard the 
coast toward the United States, whence the 
rebels seemed to be expecti recruits. The 
followimg day he placed the ovince of San- 
uago de Cuba under martial law in a bom- 
o prociamation in whioh he declared: the 
Cubans were in the enjoyment of all the 
ts and privileges enjoyed by other citizens 
Four thousand troops were con- 
trated in the disturbed district.

Her first editor 
naturaliy did not encourage her to try her 
hand at novels, foreseeing, no doubt, that 
when her fame was established he would 
lose a valuable anda gratuitous contributor, 
Of all her forty novels East Lxune was 
the first and easily the greatest. Likes many 
another famous book it met with several re- 
fusais before a publisher could be found to 
take it. It was firat offered to Messrs. Chap- 
man & Hall of London, Who deciined it on 
the advice of their reader, though it was com- 
mended by Harrison Aingworth, who edited 
amagazine belonging to that firm and was 
well acquainted with Mrs. Henry Wood’s 
writings. This subject came up, accord ing to 
the present biographer, during a subsequent 
visit of Mre.

In 55 occurred the beer riots, and Mr. Cut- 
ler exhibited a very handsome gold medal, 
finely engraved, which was presented to him 
by the citizens for his fidelity to hie police 
duties during the trying day of April 21, 1855, 
during which period the city was put under 
martial law. 

Mr. Cutler recounts many details of the 
early years of the police. In 49 there was a 
force of twelve men under Capt. Owen Me- 
Carthy and eight on day duty under Capt. 
Nicholg. Early in 55 the two bodies were 
united, the number increased, and came under 
the 23288 Police Board. At th&t time 
Dr. Levi D. Boone was Mayor. W. L. Churzh, 
Chairman, and Albert E. Ellithorpe and 
Thomas Allen the other members of the 
Police Board. Darius Knights was City Mar- 
shal and C. P, Bradiey, Captain, Mr. Cutler 
then being a Lieutenant of the First District. 

Mr, Cutler states the only members now 
living of the early police of 1849 are George 
W. Hunt of the City Controller's office and 
William H. Prince, a well-known resident of 
the North Side. In 1866 Mr. Cutler removed 
to Marley and engaged in farming, where he 
has lived since. e has been a reader of Tun 
Trrpunz since 1847. He hada liking for 
the Chicago Democrat, then published by 
“Long John Wentworth, but was more of 


-a Tamm reader, as he states. it was a better 


print, but none too good at that. His recol- 
lections of the early days of the city are very 
vivid. He well remembers how the city was 
so low that the streets were almost 
streams of water during the springtime, It 
was a favorite joke with the younger element 
in that period to take an old hat and stick a 
sign in it—“ There is a man below me —and 
then turn the hat adrift in the streets and let 
it float. His recollections of the first nomina- 
tion of Lincoln at the Wigwam are most dis- 
tinct, and also the part Tus TAU took in 
public affairs at that period. He began read- 
ing Tue Trreunz because he found it the best 
in 1847 and thinks it is still in the lead today. 
He has a tile for sixteen years. 

The followi letter is written byan old 
readerin the Hoosier State, who not only 


read the paper for over thirty years, but pre- 
served a file covering a period of sixteen 
years. Heis'75 years of age and telle his 
story thus: 

Avrora, Ind., Jan. 19.—I commenced reading 
Tue TRIBUNE in 1861, buying a copy almost 
daily, and occasionally taking the Journal and 
other papers, but always gravitated back to 
Tus Trrpune because it was a clean paper and 
always contained the latest and most reliable 
news and more of it than the other dailies of 
that time. 

l soon became a regular subscriber and have 
— gy recollections of a gentieman named 

rench, who used to call and collect for the 
paper. I lived at that time corner of Clark and 
Quincy streets, now the Clark street entrance to 
the Postoffice. 

I [took Tun Tammo regularly until the spring 
of 1865, when I moved to the West Side. About 
this time I commenced taking the Republican, a 
new paper issued ina quarto form, because it 
was convenieut to file and preserve. I continued 
to read Tas Tarox, however, as it was taken 
at the office where I was employed. I filed the 
Republican up to the time of the great fire, and 
commenced buying and reading Taz Tammo 
from their office in Canal street, near where 
I was emp.oyed. The 9th of October, 
1872 (anniversary of the great fire), Tas Trrs- 
UNE commenced issuing the paper in the present 
quarto form, and from that time until the spring 
of 1888 I filed and preserved in good condition 
every number issu including the Sunday edi- 
tion, covering a riod of over sixteen years. 
HadI remained in Chicago I should be still 
filing Tun Trrpune. If anybody thinks it an 
easy and simple matter to keep a perfect file of a 
daily paper let him tiy it once. On one occasion 
I missed a number six months old, advertised $1 


‘reward for it, and got it, the only one that tarned 


up. Mr. Eames, the circulator, will recollect the 
incijent. In my dealings with Tas Trirpuw 
people through all these years I can bear testi 
mony to the courteous and polite treatment a! 
ways extended to me whienéver I had any busi 
ness to transact at their office. Whenever I 
wanted a back number or reported a missing 
number (as it was 8 stolen from my 
door) I was promptly vig Ve witbout charge. 
And when anew carrier doubled and threw the 
paper, instead of laying it flat at the door, the 
matter was promptly corrected. And I. will 
here speak a good word for the carrier of that 
paper. During the seventeen years I lived at No. 
44 Sheldon street I do not believe he ever once 
failed to leave the paper at my door. Rain or 
shine, in sleet or snow, at early morn, I always 
heard his welcome step at my basement door. 
I occasion 


ally missed my paper, but as my 
neighbors did also I knew it to have been stolen. 
On New Year's day the carrier always received a 
friendly and substantial greeting. 

And now. after all my garrulity, perhaps it is 
proper that I shouid inform you who the “elderly

I am po Fe a kkeeper, having been employed 
in that capacity ever since I came to Chicago in 
1861. Was with the National Bank of Llinois 
eight years and later, five years, with the Chicago 
National Bank. In 1887 my health gave out and 
I was obliged to give up office work, and in the 
spring of 1888 I moved to Arkansas City, Kas., a 
town at that time very much med.

A Chicago reader who sold the 8 over 
the counter of a drug store in Kendall County 
before the war, and to whom Tun TrRisunz 
brought the sad intelligence of his brother’s 
death at the battle of Shiloh, contributes the 
following: 

My early recollections of Taz TRIBUNE are 
quite vivid and interesti My father was an 
ardent Republican, and Tun Cuicaco Tris 
UNE was his we bible. It was in 1856, 
when a boy of 10, that I began to take an inter- 
est in the news of the day as gleaned from the 
daily papers. We were residing then in Kendall 
County, III., at a little village formerly called 
Georgetuwn, but which had beer rechristened 
Newark. Father got Tun Trirpune from the 
news counter at the village drug store. A few 
years afterwards | commenced my first occupa-

NE of my companions in the tribula- 
tion of learning the bicycle and the

TOLD OF PRESIDcNT FAURE. 


The New Head of the French Republic in 
the Days of the Commune. 

New Orleans Times-Democrat; M. Faure 
the new President of the French Republic, is 
well known by a prominent French-Ameri- 
can resident of New Orleans, who was with 
M. Faure during the French Commune, He 
describes the new President as a man of per- 
sonal magnetism, of splendid executive 
ability, and unquestioned bravery and firm- 
ness. 


Faure began business as a small commis- 


sion merchant in hides, wool, etc., at Havre 
years ago. From that, by energy, economy, 
and thrift he prospered and his business in- 
creased until he was one of the most extensive 
commission merchants in that city. He be- 
came also one of the most prominent men 
of the city politically and just before 
the Franco-German war he was made 
first “‘adjoint” to the Mayor of the 
city, and was a staff officer of the army, 
although his duties did not require his 
presence on the battlefield. He took an 
active interest, of course, in the war, and 
it was owing to his efforts that the commis- 
sary department of the French soldiery was 
kept well supplied. He was also a close ad- 
viser of the officials of Havre, and in every 
manner demonstrated great executive talent 
and a born ee 

It was in 1871, during the French Com- 
mune, however, that his personal bravery and

While acting in the capacity of 
“adjoint ”’ or advisor to the Mayor at Havre, 
a request was made to him from the Mayor 
of Paris for firemen and engines. The City 
of Paris was in flames from one end 
to other, aid was being 
asked everywhere in engines and fire- 
men. Faure at once called for vol- 
unteers and urged upon them the necessity of 
responding to the call, He thus raised a com- 
gens of firemen to go to Paris and fight the 
res were raging everywhere. Faure 
showed his courage and won hearts of the 
firemen and people by a fraing with the volun- 
teers as their leader. ith all the engines the 
city could spare they hastened to Paris, and 
res days, without rest or scarcely any- 
eut, fought the fla mes. 
aure did the duties of a fireman, and on 
one occasion when one of the men was asleep 
from fat gue, rather than awaken him, took 
his place and did bis work. He was in a 
dozen perilous positions during that three 
days’ ht with fire, in company with his 
companions, and never flinched. In every 
instance he proved himself to be a man of 
determination and courage. He was first in 
every danger and at the most critical times 
he ‘never iost his wonderful self-possession 
and will power, and with his volunteer fire- 
men he did ee service in trying to save 
Paris from embrace of the fire fiend. 

The .eof Havre never forgot M. Faure’s 
valiant service on that occasion, and after- 
ward, as a Republican, he was elected to the 
Chamber of Deputies. He served with sev. 
eral Ministers as private secretary and of late 
years has had more important connection 
with that branch of the governmental! service. 
He has prospered in business as weil as in 
political affairs, and is said to be one of the

When, however, the chaplain — to be 
a man of strong individuality mind he 
acquires a powerful influence over his royal 
— imperial charge —an influence by no 
means confined to spiritual matters, but ex- 
tending likewise to political affairs. Thus 
ifin 1870 the Italians failed to come to 
the assistance of the French, a nation to 
which they were primarily indebted for 
their independence, it was mainly due to 
the influence exercised by Mons, Bauer, the 
chaplain of Empress Eugénie, upon her Ma- 
jeaty. The establishment of King Victor Em- 
manuel’s government at Rome and the trans- 
formation of that city into the capital of 
United Italy formed one of, the principal 
stipulations of the agreement concluded be- 
tween Napoleon III. and Count Cavour, and 
would have been carried into effeot in 1859, 
or at the latest in 1862, had it not been for 
the interference of Empreés Eugénie. 
Prompted by her chaplain, Mgr. Bauer, she 
insisted that French army of oc- 
cupation should- be kept at Rome in 
defiance of her husband’s wishes for its 
withdrawal. It was in vain that Prince 
Napoleon exhorted his cousin the Ewperor to 
fulfill his pledges and by removing the French 
troops from the Eternal City to render pos- 
sible its annexation by King Victor Emman- 
uel. Empress and her chaplain suc- 
ceeded in having their way, and the conse- 
quence was that when, at tne time of the war 
with Germany, France appealed to the 
Italians for assistance she found them so ex- 
asperated by the non-fu.fiilment of the Em- 
peror’s pledges that her request was met with 
a curt reſu al. 

Mgr. Bauer was far more of a diplomat 
than a theologian. Of the Hebrew race, he 
commenced hig career as a clerk in the Roth- 
schiid banking house at Vienna. Becoming 
a Catholic entering ho y orders he quick iy 
rose until he became appointed chaplain to 
Empress Eugénie and chief almoner to 
the court of the Tuileries, and it was 
in that capacity that he atiended the 
consort of Napoleon III. to Egypt on the 
occasion of the opening of the Suez Canal, 
presiding at the Catholic portion of the cere- 
monies in connection with the inauguration 
of that great waterway. After the war he 
abandoned his ecciesiastical éalling, as well 
as his profession of the Catholic faith, re- 
verting to Judaism and to finance. Today 
he divides his time between the Paris Bourse, 
where he is known as a Stock broker of sin- 
gular acuteness, and the petits theatres, 
where he has the reputation of being a very

MILLIONS IN PREOIOUS SsTONES 


WAITING FOR THE MINER 


Unknown Possibilities in the Mines of the 
Westera, Southern, and Even Eastern 
States—Parts of the South Have Re- 
vealed Unexpected Treasures of Valuable 
Gems—Diamonds of Californiaand North 
Carolina—We May Yet Have a Veritable 


Diamond Field at Our Door. 


The next great mining industry in this coun- 
try will be for precious stones instead of gold. 
silver, or iron ore, if the prognostications of 
several large diamond merchants and min- 
eralogical professors are fulfilled. The recent 
census bulletin giving the statistics of ‘the 
precious stones found in this country opened 
the eyes of a number of millionaire dealers 
in valuable gems, and after consulting with 
learned professors in our leading colleges they 
satisfied themseives that there were unknown 
possibilities in the mines of the Western, 
Southern, and even Eustern States. Experts 
were immediately engaged to examine the 
rich metallic fields of the Appalachian Mount- 
ains, the most favorable portions of the Rocky 
Mountains, and the diamond districts of Cali- 
fornia, The preliminary reports of these 
agents give a most comprehensive review of a 
neglected industry in this country, and justify

importation of diamends, rubies, sap- 
phires, and other geme bas con- 


sequently been a very lucrative business 
for many years. The value of the stones 
in the country today, mostly imported, I 
should roughiy estimate to be not less than 
$500,000,000. We have so long depended 
upon other countries to supply us with 
precious minerals that little attention has 
been given to the home mines, Then miners 
here have been wrap;.ed up in their explora- 
tions for gold. silver, iron, coal, oil, and such 
products that they have not had time to think 
of other things, But the promise of a future 
shortening of the supply of all the leading 
gems has made dealers look around for other 
sources. 

Another thing that attracted our attention 
was the wonderful supply of rare minerals 
found in the Appalachian system of mount- 
ains. Not only gold, but genuine sapphires 
and scores of other stones have been found in 
those mountains, At the Corundum Hill over 
100 beautiful sapphires have been discovered 
accidentally while mining for other products. 
These stones have been sold from $50 to 
$100 and upward. In the same State, in Alex- 
andria County, beautiful svecimene of the 


' emerald have been found, both the aqua-ma- 


rine and yellow beryl. There are now several 
emerald and hiddenite mines worked in that 
prince, but only on a small scale and chiefly to 
supply institutions with rough specimens. 
Nevertheless, from $10,000 to $20,000 
worth of these stones have been so.d from 
these mines in the last few years. Spiendid 
garnets and a few diamonds have been exca- 
vated in these North Carolina mineral fields, 
and, after an exhaustive examination of the 
ground, the conclusion has been reached that 
before long startling disc!osures of precious 
stones will be made in the Appalachian 
Mountains. We may yet have a South 
African diamond fleid at our door. 

In the West and Southwest the mineral 
fields are even more extensive, California 
diamond mines are the largest and so far the 
richest in the country. Some fine specimens 
have been brought to us to cut, and others 
are constantly being brought in by prospect- 
ors and mine owners to test. Many stories 
have been circulated about diamond fields 
and mines in California, and. adventurers 
have gone there expecting to pick them ub as 
they did goid forty years ago. Their disap- 
pointment spread counter reports, and most 
people concluded that diamonds in Cal- 
ifornia were fictitious. The tact is 
that mining for diamonds must be con- 
ducted on scientific principles and with 
plenty of capital. Wedo not expect to find 
diamonds lying around loose, waiting to be 
picked up. Even in the richest diamond fields 
of South Africa they have to work hard for 
the precious stones, More recently diamonds 
have been found io Wisconsin. Around Lake 
Superior, also, the finest speciments of chior- 


astrolite, thomsonite, and agates have been

Nine Hundred and Sixty Million Gallons 
to Assuage the World“ Thirst, 

London News: It was not to be expected 
| that the French vineyards would yield as rich 

a harvest in 1894 as they had done in 1893— 
a year as remarkable for the quality as for the 
quantity of wine made, especially in the Bor- 
deaux, Burgundy, and Champaign districts, 
where one gallon is of more value than ten 
grown in other parts of the country. But though 
the official returns just published show that 
the quantity of wine made durmg 1894 in 
France and Algeria was about 800,000,000 
galions less than in 1898, the total of 960,- 
000,000 indicatesa very marked increase 
a the average of the previous ten years. 
increase extends to nearly all the depart- 
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ments of France in which wine is grown, 
though here and there are to be found dis- 
tricts which have not shared in the general 
im provement, and ia which, as it is sale to as- 
sume, tne ravages of that redoubtable vine 
pest, the phylioxera vastatrix, are still un- 
cur . 

The greatest improvement during the der- 
ing on the Mediterranean, which are noted 
for the great body and richness in alcohol of 
their wines, much used for “ blending” with 
the lighter products of the Bordeiais and 
of the central districts of France; and it

An Immense Strong Box, with Palatial 
Appointments, 

One usually thinks of a vault either as a 
dark and dismal place, such as that which was 
referred to in the acrimonious debate upon 
the Stanislaus, or asa stuffy chamber with 
an iron door and a time lock, in which money, 
papers, and other valuables are stored away.

For $5 
per year you have not only the use of a box 
for your papers and valuables but all the 
other privileges of the establishment. There 
are long rows of rooms with smal! desks sup- 
plied with etationery in which you may do 
your writing, larger rooms with desks for 
conferences between two individuals and still 
Ia. ger ones with long tables at which a meet- 
ing of directors of a company or corporation 
can be held. Ceiling, floor, and walis ure of 
white marble; the piace is lighted by clusters 
of ground glass electric lights of most artistic 
design, and the entire appointments are in 
keeping. Oue section of the establishment is 
iven up to conference-rooms for women. 
he reception-room in this department is es- 
pecially handsome and the manager of the 
vault in one of the newest office buildings is 
making a special effort to popularize the 
place as a down-town rendezvous for fashion- 
able women. Women are coming more and 
more to patronize these deposit vaults as 
places of safe keeping for their jewels. Such 
an arrangement is not inconvenient, as the 
owner can be driven down:+town in her car- 
riage at apy time, get her gems for use that 
night, and return them next morning. 0 
hey are put beyond the reach of the most 
enterprising burglar. If the city was ina 
state of siege the precautions against the un- 
lawful entrance of the vault could not be 
more elaborate. If you have business there 
you are first of all admitied through a steel 
gate into the hailway. Then you must apply 
to the man in charge for his key, because al- 

though you have two different keys to get iuto 
your box, it requires stilla third to open it. 

Then another steel gate is unlocked with the 
tap of a bell, which calls everybody’s atten- 

tion to the fact, and you are inside the vauit 
proper, where with your two keys and that of 
the clerk you can open your box. This vault 
is lined with steel and surrounded with walls 

two feet thick. These walls are strung with 

wires so that if an attempt should be made 

to cut through the severing of any of these 

wires would ring an alarm at the Central Po- 

lice Station. The vault is so constructed that 

a fire might burn the building down without 

injuring the contents of the little steel boxes. 

When the doors are closed it is water tight, so 

thata flood of water could be poured out 

about and around it without any damage be- 

ing done. At night there are two men on 

guard, one with a revolver of adult caliber 

und another with a Winchester rifle.

ficial to the health of women as well as of 
men. 

Dr. Seneca Egbert says: “Asan exercise 
bicycling is superior to most if not all others 
at our command. It takes one into the out- 
door air; it is entirely under control; can be 
made gentle or vigorous as one desires; is 
active and not passive; takes the rider outside 
of himself and the thoughts and cares of his 
daily work; develops his will, his attention, 
his courage, and independence, and makes 

leasant what ie otherwise most irksome, 

oreover, the exercise is well and equally dis- 
tributed over almost the whole body, and, as 
Parker says, when all the muscles are exer- 
cised no muscle is likely to be overexercised,”’ 

He advocates cycling as a remedy for dys 
pepsia, torpid liver, incipient consumption, 
nervous exhaustion, rheumatism, and melan- 
cholia. In regard to the exercise for women 
he says: It gets them out of doors, gives 
them a form of exercise adapted to their 
needs that they may enjoy in company with 
others or alone, and one that goes to the root 
of their nervous troubles,” 

He instances two cases, 14 and 18 years of 
age, where a decided increase in height could 
be fairly attributed to cycling. We are often 
asked if riding a wheel is not the same as run- 
ning a sewing machine.
